CHAPTER I 


JESUITISM—ITS AUTHOR 





‘THE purpose of this brochure is to deal with the 
rder—at once the 


Birth and Growth of the Jesuit Order—at once the 
most powerful and the most dangerous of the 
Romish system, 


We have been moved to undertake this task in 


ow. that by means of the Jesuit Order 








appearance, her death Inell was sounding. 

The founder of the Order was Ignatius Loyola, 
and at the time of his appearing the Romish system 
had sunk into its deepest slough of iniquity. The 
corruptness of her spiritual leaders and the various 
Orders which they represented had become an 
universal by-word, while the despotism exercised 
by the church over the people had gathered 
together all the material necessary for a first class 
revolution. The Reformation—originating in «a 
crusade against the general disorders of the church 
and the sale of indulgences—was causing the 
Papacy deep concern, for “from the midst of an 
Order, hitherto the most submissive adherents and 
devoted defenders of the Papacy—that of the 
Friars-Mendicant—now rose the most determined 
and most vigorous opponent the pontificate had 
yet known—Martin Luther.” The Papacy was like 
a drowning man clutching at straws, searching 
desperately in all directions for some deliverer. 
Who would usher in the dawn of a new day ? Just 
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then, on the scene appeared Ignatius Loyola, one 
of the strangest figures ever found 1 in the Roman 





which it was established, “ The ae of jesus.” 
lts declared object was to check, if not altogether 

rogress of the Reformation, and 
there can be little doubt that Loyola, by a strange 
dispensation of providence, prevented Martin 
Luther from sweeping the whole Romish system 
out of Europe. 


Loyola was born in the year 1491—eight years 
after Luther. He was of Spanish descent. When 
he reached manhood he became a soldier and 
attained some considerable fame, but, being badly 
wounded in battle, he was laid aside for a long 
period. During this period he studied the doctrines 
and teaching of the Romish faith with the result 
that his whole outlook on life was changed. From 
being a military enthusiast he now became imbued 
with an intense desire to devote himself to the 
service of the church; from the courtly dress and 
manners of his military profession he descended to 
the opposite extreme. Allowing his beard to grow, 
he never washed his face, and he wore black and 
filthy garments. He practised long periods of 
fasting; so long, indeed, that he often fainted from 
sheer tnger-end fatigue, and during these swoons 

e had visions, 6r rather delusions, of the Saints 
an e Virgin Mary. He actually imagined that 
during a swoon God had translated him to heaven, 
and given him a seat beside the Lord Jesus. His 
brother, alarmed for his mental safety, strongly 
urged him to cease his foolery and live a normal 
life. But Ignatius only became the more 
infatuated. He lashed his body till the blood flowed 
freely. He never slept on a bed, even of straw, 
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but lay on the bare ground, living on bread and 
water only. He tied an iron chain around his body 
and flogged himself three times a day until his 
person became so horrible that the very street 
urchins fled from his presence, or pelted him with 
rotten eggs and mud. Such was the preparation of 
the man! and who will say that such a man was 
normal ? But Rome’s greatest efforts to subjugate 
the world have begun in ways as strange as this. 
In our opinion, the preparation savoured more of 
the “ Pit” than of the “ Mount.” _No one can read 


the daily order of his life and come to any other 


conclusion than th e_had surrendered himself 
and was under the control of demons, Having 
withdrawn to a cave, he _ increased’ the 
mortifications of his body, flogging himself now six 
times a day, and praying for seven hours on end 
on his bare knees. Yet still feeling that in penance 
and mortification he had fallen short, he was filled 
with remorse. Gradually he became morbid, his 
mind grew disordered, and in his frequent fits of 
delusion he saw pictures of the devil, with claws, 
horns, club feet and black face. But with all his 
fastings and floggings Ignatius Loyola had no 
peace of mind. The Romish heirarchy, however, 
were closely observing this man, and finally came 
to regard him as a possible deliverer from their 
impending doom. The Father Confessors gradually 
implanted in Loyola’s mind the idea that he was 
being prepared for a special mission which, they 
foresaw, would demand all his energies. They 
showed him that, as a result of the work of Martin 
Luther, the Romish faith was confronted by a 
terrible crisis—in fact, that the Papacy, the Pope 
himself, and the whole religious fabric must 
collapse—unless some entirely new buttress could 
be found to support its tottering foundations. It 
9 B, 
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was thus impressed upon him that heaven had laid 
upon him the double task of converting the heathen 
and gooting out, the heresy ol the Reformation> 
When he reached THs stage oP aeVclopiMeHT he Tike 
the butterfly emerging from the chrysalis, 
discarded his disgusting habits and dress, becoming 
once more a “polished gentleman.” In these days 
of modern enlightenment and fastidious attention to 
bodily comforts, it might be thought that such a 
process of barbarity as has just been described 
would have been impossible; but that would 
be a grave mistake. Rome’s boast of “ Semper 
Eadem”—always the same—is borne out by 
experience. We ourselves saw recently, a few 
miles outside the city of Rome, a scene which 
reminded us vividly of the days of Martin Luther 
and Ignatius Loyola. In the church of St. John 
the Lateran we were shown the “ Sancta Scala,” 
or holy stair—a broad stairway eight or ten feet 
wide consisting of some sixty-seven to seventy 
steps of granite. If you have ever placed your bare 
knees on rough-hewn granite you will know how 
unpleasant it is, yet these once rough steps have 
been worn smooth by the knees of countless 
thousands of pilgrims, who, through the centuries, 
have tried in this way to rid themselves of the 
burden of sin. As we stood there, some dozen or 
so were slowly working their way up the stair, 
step by step, repeating a prayer on each, not daring 
to unclasp their hands to assist their bodies. Poor 
dupes! It was agonising to see, much less to 
attempt. Then we remembered that in his 
unregenerate davs Martin Luther came to this very 
place seeking balm for a troubled soul; that he, 
too, crawled up those same stairs mechanically 
muttering the same meaningless prayers, when, like 
a flash there came to him the words: “The just 
10 
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shall live by faith.” The question at once arose in 
his mind “ Am I living by faith ?” Nay, rather am 
lt not “trying to fulfil the deeds of the law ?” 
Then remembering that “by the law shall no flesh 
be justified,” he realized that God was speaking to 
him, Luther cast aside his Popish ritual like a 
useless garment, and entered upon a new career of 
foundation for the Reformation.

full approval. The Papacy had already lost much 
ground through the Reformation under Luther and 
Calvin and stood in great danger of losing much 
more, because the various ecclesiastical orders had 
become so corrupt that they were powerless and 
effete. Something else, exhibiting greater power 
of attack and defence, must be found to withstand 
this new and powerful enemy which had arisen 
under the direction of Martin Luther. Here, then, 
was the “friend in need” for which the Vatican 
11 
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sought—a society which promised to devote itself 
entirely to the need of the church, and at the same 
time render implicit obedience to the Pope. This, 
in brief, is the origin of the Jesuit Order, the 
members of which pose betore the world as the 
disciples of Jesus, but are in reality His base 
betrayers. / Further on it-wiltbe~ shown that 
Suifism is a spiritual despotism: which in no way 
resembles the church of Jesus Christ, but is, in fact

De Vz Cosgrave, all_are controlled by ,the 
whose thin veneer of polish deceives 
so many, while the Romish system is just as rigid 
as ever it was. Recently there appeared in an 
English newspaper an article from the pen of a 
Romish priest in London warning young people of 
the dangers of London dance halls conducted under 
the name of “ Catholic.” We presume these people 
are “ Anglo-Catholics.” But although there is no 
great difference between the two, Rome fears the 
loss of her sons and daughters; she therefore warns 
all young people coming to London from Ireland to 
keep clear of these places as dangerous to their 
temporal and spiritual health. If Rome thinks it 
necessary so to safeguard the interests of her 
young folk, why should we be so silent about her 
method of ensnaring ours by her dance halls and 
picture houses? It is along these lines that 
“Catholic Action,” or rather modern Jesuitism, 
finds expression. They strongly object to their 
children attending our public elementary schools, 
and their young folk going to so-called Protestant 
dance halls, while they open their dance halls and 
build their picture houses to entrap the youth of 
a careless Protestantism and pocket their earnings. 
Let us be warned, if even now it is not too late.

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We shall devote our next chapter to an 
examination of Jesuitism as a despotic system, and 
try to show that there is no alteration in its plan; 
nor is there any diminution in its efforts. It is 
the commanding officer of an army which has filled 
many lands with inconsolable grief, a clog on the 
wheels of progress, and a standing menace to the 
peace and happiness of mankind. 
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CHAPTER II 
ITS PRETENTIONS 


We have already seen the kind of man who 
founded the Jesuit Order and the peculiar 
preparation he had for his work. We have also 
seen that_the purpose for which that Order was 
created was the destruction of the Reformation 
movement under Martin Luther. That Reformation 
aimed at the emancipation—both temporal and 
spiritual—of the individual, but as soon as Loyola 
had obtained the sanction of the Vatican for the 
propaganda of the Jesuit Order he showed that he 
had no intention of aiding the work of 
emancipation. On the contrary, he immediately 
took steps to increase the slavery under which the 
people groaned, and the ignorance which secured 
it. The character of the Jesuit system which this 
man created is best understood when we look at 
the character of Loyola himself. He cut himself 
adrift from all earthly ties, even his blood relations. 
It is said that he burned their letters without 
reading them, and he required all the members of 
the Order to do the same. His orders must be 
obeyed without question. On one occasion, to 
enforce his authority, he compelled two men to 
carry a heap of stones one by one to the top storey . 
of a building and then carry them all down again 
next day. It was in this spirit of ruthless 
despotism that the Jesuit Order was created, and 
we, therefore, need not wonder at the ruthless 
deeds committed by it afterwards. Every man who 
enters the Order renounces his own will and 
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becomes simply a tool in the hand of his master. 
livery Jesuit must believe that he can surrender 
himself to his superior to be moulded by him like 
soft wax into whatever form he pleases. Strict 
obedience is the watchword of the Order. Walsh, 
in his book, “ The Jesuits in Great Britain,” gives 
an account of the Rules of the Order. One of these 
rules declares that: “None of those admitted for 
the work of the home must learn either to read or 
write.” The individual’s own will and conscience 
go for nothing; he must always obey. lf the 
general says a thing is black, however white if may 






teaching Says: “ Obedience ceases the moment a 
person begins to question whether a command is 


right or wrong.” A, ce must havea will of his 
own only _to — blinc obey without __quéstion 


e receives. lf the command 1s_to 
E, then he must ask no questions, 
“Theirs not to reason why, theirs 
but to do or die.” The abject slavery to which 
a Jesuit is reduced may be gathered from the fact 
that no one may shut his chamber door so that 
it cannot be opened on the outside, or have any 
chest or drawer locked without the Superior’s 
leave. No one may call in a physician, or take any 
medicine, or read any bovk without special leave 
from the Superior. Such conditions surely reduce 
the individual Jesuit to the level of a mere machine, 
moved by an external power, and bereft of all the - 
qualities and features of manhood. Dr. Bartoli, in 
his book, “The Primitive Church and the Primacy 
of Rome,” says: ‘I left the Society of Jesus for 
reasons of conscience. He then goes on to tell how 
the Order tried to break down his spirit of 
resistance by isolating him from the society of 
educated people, forbiding him to study, write or 
16 
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print any book, and never allowing him to leave 
the house without an attendant, whose duty it was 
to supervise his conversation and report to the 
Superior. All this, of course, was done in the name 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. Finally, he appealed to 
Rome, but was curtly informed that the Church’s 
tribunal could and would do nothing on his behalf. 
Thus he was forced to leave both the Jesuit Order 
and the Romish Church. 

In another little book entitled “ The Christian 
Commonwealth,” Dr Piolio, its author, describes 
the efforts of the Jesuits to gain absolute control 
of the young students. Every priest who would 
not completely surrender body and soul was 
excommunicated. Every theological student was 
isolated from all persons and books likely to 
enlighten him and render him less their slave. 
They were removed from the teaching of all save 
Jesuits. They were éven forbidden to spend their 
summer holidays with their respective families at 
home, until they were bound by the oath of the 
Order, and so chained to its altar under a law of 
spiritual despotism. If the young candidate for 
the Jesuit Order be the owner of property he is 
given an opportunity of bequeathing it to the 
Society, even though he may be only fourteen years 
of age. By this means the Society has reaped a 
huge revenue. 

Another substantial source of revenue to Rome 
is the charge of one shilling per person for 
admission to the Vatican, I asked the doorkeeper 
there what was the daily average number of 
visitors. “Taking the whole year,” he replied, 
“about six hundred a day.” A simple calculation 
will show that the annual revenue accruing to 
Rome from this source alone amounts to almost 
£11,000. Whatever may be said of her efforts to 
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“lay up treasure in Heaven,” she is certainly an 
adept at laying up treasure upon earth. 

One remarkable feature of the Jesuit Order is 
that there have been times when its power was 
greater thai that ot the Popes Even at the 
beginning of its history Loyola was sometimes able 
to countermand certain injunctions of the Pope 
which threatened to cripple his activities. Some 
Popes, however, were more pliable than others, 
and it was they who usually yielded to the Jesuit 
pressure. But as a rule the claims of the Order 
were strongly contested when they conflicted with 
the desires of the Vatican. Pope Sixtus V tried to 
secure certain changes in the constitution of the 
Order and immediately encountered not only great 
opposition but also incurred very grave danger to 
himself. His successor—Urban. VIIl—who, as 


Cardinal, had aided Pope Sixtus in his oppdSition 
to ie lesutts Wied SISCeH days ater MIS aeceasion 
to the Papal throne. It was rather soon, and the 
Jesuits fell under BNERISGR: 2 SuapiclonN wiicrtater 


was Strengthened By the sudden ot Clément 
VII, who hadalso~opposed the Order. Now, 
whether there was foul play or no, there was no 
doubt that the Jesuits aimed at supreme despotic 
power, and they became so strong that they were 
able to silence several Popes who opposed their 
doctrines and teaching. In the year 1710 they 
imprisoned a Cardinal Legate of Pope Clement XI 


and kept him in prison till he perished. In 1773 
Pope Clement XIV ordered them to disperse at 


once and assemble no more. Jt is clear, then, that 
the Jesuits are willing to co-operate with the 


apacy when it is in harmony with their own plans 


but not otherwise. We need not make the mistake 


of supposing that their only foes are Protestants. 
Their most bitter enemies have often been found 
18 
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in the Romish Church, and the reason, of course, 
is plain. At the beginning of their history, Rome 
stood in great need of their help to save her from 
the destruction with which her vices threatened 
her. Afterwards, when the Order became all 
powerful and attempted to assume full control of 
the Papacy, the struggle often became deadly. 
Clement XIV, in an edict abolishing the Order, 
declared: ‘We have remarked to our deep regret 
that our admonitions to them to serve God and 
not to mix themselves up with other matters, 
especially secular and political . ... have been 
almost powerless and of no effect. Our 
predecessors had to undergo much vexation on 
that account.” One after another the Popes 
condemned the practices, all in vain. Still more 
violent and dangerous outbreaks of rebellion 
occurred until the Kings of France, Spain and 
Portugal were compelled to banish and expel the 
members of the Order out of their countries, in 
order, as they said, “ to prevent Christ being seized 
and torn out of the lap of the Holy Mother 
Church.” Rome claims that she is one and 
undivided; that it is among Protestants or 
non-Catholics that schism exists. The history of 
the Jesuits exposes the hollowness of the claim. 
It shows the heart of the Papacy, for long 
centuries, torn by internal dissentions which 
frequently left her mangled and bleeding. In fact, 
the whole history of the internal affairs of Rome 
is one of incessant strife, lust and blood, compared 
with it the history of Protestantism is like a sea 
of glass. We have no desire to falsely accuse even 
the worst enemy of mankind, but the facts are 
there and speak for themselves, and when stated, 
they amply refute Rome’s claim to perfect unity. 
The claim requires much loud talk to keep it alive, 
19 
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resembling in this respect the friendship between 
Germany and Italy. 

In these later years both the Vatican and the 
Jesuits have discovered a common policy after their 
own heart in the propaganda known as Catholic 
Action. When some years ago _the Pope blessed 
and cOmmissioned Catholic Action to its great task 
inging in the lost sheep of the House of Israel 
to the bosom of the Holy Mother Church, it was 
the Jesuit Order who took up the task, and they 
are doing it ver ey are € 
that work are both seen 
and felt. ‘The matter is frequently brought home 
to us by the tone of the English Press towards 
Northern Ireland from time to time. We open our 
eyes in wonder when, on the slightest pretext, we 
are held up to ridicule or obloquy. The wonder, 
however, gives place to understanding when we 
remember that almost 75 per cent. of the editors 
and journalists of that Press belong to the Church 
of Rome, and are the willing slaves of the Jesuits, 
who make it their business by means, mostly foul, 
to slander the Protestant name and cause and exalt 
the beauties of Rome. This they do to entice and 
entrap simple, sometimes foolish, and generally 
ignorant Protestant youth. The whole history of 
the Jesuit Order clearly shows that having 
obtained the sanction of the Vatican for their 
propaganda they immediately set themselves to 
impose their petrsowill on all and sundry without 
distinction, | They use the~Vatican meré 














Church cine the vitals out of the Church of the 
Reformation. In this Anglo-Catholic Church, it is 
stated, there gre at least one hundred young Jesuit 
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priests posing as Episcopal curates and rectors. Is 
it any wofder that every now an ni have 
public exposures of drunken blackguardism or 


some such kindred crime staining the once fair 
name of a great Protestant Church. That is the

If she cannot bring over the 
Anglican clergy at one step, as in the case of 
Cardinal Newman, she will do it in two, bringing

monotonous regularity. 
Let us now look for a moment at ano qspect 
of the subject. On 16th August, Pope 
Clement XIV published the Bull by which he 
decreed the abolition of the Jesuit Order. In his 
decree he said: ‘We abolish and do away with 
for ever their statutes, habits and customs, decrees 
and constitution.” It was too late. The Order was | 
then all powerful and immediately began a policy 
of intrigue to increase their power still more. One 
of the Jesuit fathers wrote a letter to the Superiors 
in France in which he said: “When you are 
compelled by force to yield outwardly, you can still 
remain steadfast imwardly, and await a more 
propitious time when you can show yourself 
openly. Only take care to keep close together and 
remember that no human power can release you 
from your vows.” This meant that the Jesuits 
refused to take final directions from the Pope and 
set themselves above Papal authority. Hence the 
Vatican came to see that it hugged a serpent in its 
al 
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bosom which it could not strangle but might make 
use of. In the year 1814, therefore, Pius VIL 
annulled the decrees of his “infallible” predecessors 
and restored the Jesuit Order to its former position. 
The use of the word “infallible” may seem out 
of place here, seeing that the “infallibility ” of the 
Pope was not proclaimed an article of Dogma of 
the Roman Church until 1870, and so a word of 
explanation is offered. The Jesuits were still 
handicapped because the Pope was subject to the 
supervision of Councils. If they could rid him of 
this control it would be much easier to deal with 
him alone and make him their servant. Could they 
but make him infallible, his word would be law, 
and they had no doubt about their ability to mould 
that law as they pleased. The Pope must, then, 
become infallible. But how was this to be brought 
about ? By a Bull declaring him to be so? Oh 
dear, no! Such a device would be too easily seen 
through. By well planned strategy, worthy of a 
better cause, they got him to promulgate the 
doctrine of the Immaculate Conception of the 
Virgin Mary without consulting his Council, This 
he did on 8th December, 1854, by his famous Bull, 
‘“Tneffabilis Deus,” and consequently the Jesuits 
asserted that he had claimed “ infallibility.” They 
had, therefore, virtually reached the coveted goal, 
viz., the Pope’s independence of the Council. Up 
to this time the Pope was merely the spiritual head 
of the Church, but from 1854 onward he was 
looked upon as the infallible head. Subsequently 
when in 1870 Pope Pius IX declared himself 
infallible the famous Bull was so framed as to 
convey the idea that infallibility was inherent in 
the Popes from the time of Peter, whose successors 
they claimed to be. Let it be remembered that 
for fully ten centuries after the birth of Christ 
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there is absolute silence throughout the Christian 
Church regarding this doctrine, that during the 
first four centuries there were no Popes—only 
bishops of Rome whose power scarcely reached 
beyond the city itself, and it will be plain how 
flimsy are the foundations on which the mighty 
claims of Rome and the Jesuits rest. But enough

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CHAPTER IIf 


ITS MORALITY 


We have reviewed the peculiar temperament 
of the man—Ignatius Loyola—who founded this 
Order and the principles and early practices of the 
society whereby they sought to establish, and did 
actually establish a spiritual despotism over even 
the Vatican. So great was their success in this 
that they were able to defy the Papal edict 
purporting to disperse them, and continue to enlarge 
their dominion and influence. We have now to 
trace their history in relation to the moral and 
spiritual welfare of the people. Seeing that they 
posed as a religious Order, we naturally expect to 
find some evidence of such teaching in the social 
condition of the community. Several things must 
be borne in mind if we are to clearly understand 
the devious and often tortuous paths by which this 
institution has travelled through the centuries. 
We must remember that there is no individual 
Jesuit. Every individual the moment he joins the 
Order loses his individuality. From that moment 
all his doings—-for good or evil—are the doings of 
the Jesuit Order, whose commandments he simply 
obeys. Then, again, the aims of the Order are not 
always the same. At one moment they may be 
purely spiritual, and the next they may be mainly 
political When not intent on the cultivation 
of their peculiar form of piety, they were immersed 
in the pursuit of worldly ambition. Furthermore, 
while the rules of the Order plainly provide that 
no person with an evil record can be admitted to 
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its ranks, a blind eye will scan such a record if 
the Superior considers that the candidate possesses 
qualities likely to be of special value to the Society. 


Now, when Jesus chose his disciples, He chose 
them on the principle of obedience. “ Follow Me,” 
said He. But the “ Society of Jesus,” as the Jesuits 
call themselves, enlist their followers on the 
principle of personal advantage. While the 
disciples of Jesus must come to Him with a clean 
heart and a single mind, the disciples of Loyola 
may come with the stigma of any crime upon them, 
and no obligation of repentance is ever imposed. 
The dangers of this system have been 
acknowledged by Jesuits themselves. St. Francis 
Borgia feared that such opportunism might lead to 
foolish ambition. St. Charles Borromeo complained 
that men better fitted for science were admitted 
although destitute of piety or devotion, and this 
became the general practice. Members were 
chosen, not for their piety or zeal for the Kingdom 
of Jesus Christ, but for their special qualification 
for a particular purpose, such as ambassador of the 
Papacy and other kindred pursuits. This was done 
so as to get and keep control of an Order which 
threatened to override the Papacy itself, and the 


‘outcome of this policy was the adoption of some 


of the most detestable doctrines in _ history. 
“Pascal” in his “ Provincial Letters” has given 
full exposure of the purpose and scope of the 
Jesuits which has never been denied. His 
information was obtained from a member of the 
Order. Pascal presumed that the Jesuits had no 
fixed principle of procedure. In this he was 
mistaken. The Jesuits explained that their object 
was not to corrupt public morals, but still less was 
it to reform them. They believed, he said, that 
their influence was essential for the good of 
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religion in the world, and to that end they sought 
to extend their influence as widely as possible and 
in such a way as to govern men’s consciences. 
But, again, to accomplish this end they had to adapt 
their policy to all classes and to different 
nationalities. Therefore they do not work from 
one plan, but from a hundred plans if need be, for 
the policy which might suit to advance the Jesuit 
cause with one people might prove anathema to 
another. By this universal adaptation they 
manage to retain their friends and defend 
themselves against their foes. No matter what 
may be the charge brought against them, they can 
always produce a set of rules or directions to meet 
the case. They never leave themselves with only 
one back door. Some of their writings on Christian 
morality would deceive anyone unused to looking 
beneath the surface of things. This system of 
casuistry has been developed into a fine art, or 
rather into an exact science. Whenever a charge 
of immorality is brought against the Order 
justification for the vilest conduct can be produced 
on the lines of one or other of their three great 
principles, viz.:—Probabilism, Mental Reservation 
and Justification of the Act as a Means to an End. 
Now let us look at each of these three distinctive 
principles of the Jesuit Order. 


1. Probabilism. What is it ? According to 
Jesuit teaching, it means that where there are two 
quite different opinions on any moral question one 
of which is more probable and in conformity. with 
the law, while the other is less probable but more 
agreeable to human desire the Jesuit is at liberty 
to adopt and practise the latter. For example, a 
person who has stolen money repents and comes to 
confess and restore, his action is approved. If, on 
the other hand, he desires to be absolved from his 
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sin and yet retain the stolen property, there is 
provision made that if this procedure is more 
agreeable to the penitent he may adopt it and be 
pardoned. The German historian, Griesinger, gives 
further instances of this teaching, Quoting from 
Jesuit text books, he gives the following examples: 
‘“When a needy person, on account of sickness or 
lack of employment, is not in a position to supply 
his wants by his own work, he has the right to help 
himself from the rich by secret or open force, but,” 
he adds, “the person robbed must be a rich man.” 
Again we read: “if anyone finds a thief planning 
to rob a poor man he must restrain him from doing 
so and point out to him a rich man whom he may 
plunder instead of the poor man.” In business 
transactions the Jesuit standard of morality may 
be guaged from the following instance recorded in , 
a little book entitled “ Seven Mortal Sins,” by the 
Jesuit writer Tolet. “In his book he says: “ When 
one cannot sell his wine at the price he considers it 
to be worth because it is considered to be too dear, 
he can give smaller measure and mix with it a 
quantity of water, in such a way, of course, that 
everyone believes he has the full measure, and that 
the wine is pure and unadulterated.” 


2. Let us look for a moment on the second 
principle referred to, viz.: Mental Reservation. 
With regard to this principle, Father Filliutius 
expresses himself as follows: ‘One asks whether 
it is allowable at times to take an equivocating 
oath, a secret mental reservation being kept 
concealed. I answer ‘Yes,’ only the chief thing is 
that the answer must be so framed according to 
the question that afterwards another interpretation 
may be given to it, if it be found necessary, and 
difficulty be not occasioned by so doing.” Father 
Castropalos writes: ‘“‘To make use of words of 
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double meaning and to falsely deceive the judge 
is allowable in certain cases,” and adds, “to this 
view of mine most of our learned theologians will 
agree,” and refers to the works of five such 
theologians, giving their names. According to 
Jesuit teaching it is quite legitimate to use 
language in a different sense from that which you 
intend the person addressed to understand by it. 
For example, if one is asked in a law court: “ Did 
you see this murder committed ?” he may reply: 
“| say no,” and the court will take the answer 
as a denial, whereas the Jesuit witness has simply 
made the statement “T say no” without any 
reference to the question whatever. Ifa person be 
guilty of an immoral act, he or she may deny it if 
absolution has been obtained from the Father 
Confessor, because it will then be the same as 
though the act had never been committed. 
Modern theology suffers much from Mental 
Reservation, because its modern exponents have 
sat at the feet of Jesuit Gamaliels. We have 
known the evils of this principle in people who are 
not openly Jesuits, but we may tale it that the 
Jesuits are its authors. Could anyone imagine 
anything so demoralising as such a code, which 
undermines the very foundations of social life ? 

3. We now come to the third principle— 
Justification of the Act as a Means to an End, or, 
as it is more commonly stated, the end justifies 
the means. Guided by such a wicked principle, 
there is no crime which a man may not commit 
and still escape the penalty. It sets the law of 
God at defiance, even where human life is 
concerned. Listen to its exponents. Herreau, a 
French Jesuit, writes: “Tf any one by a false 
accusation should slander me to a prince or other 
man of honour and 1 can maimtain my good name 
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in no other way than by assassinating him secretly, 
I should be justified in doing so; moreover, I 
should also be justified had the crime of which | 
was accused been actually committed by me, 
though concealed under the veil of secrecy in such 
a way that it would not be easy to discover it 
through a judicial investigation.” In a_ book 
entitled “ Moral Theology,” Escobar, the author, 
writes: “It is absolutely advisable to kill a man 
whenever the general welfare demands it.” 
Another Jesuit, Father Gobat, supporting the 
erroneous view that a drunkard cannot be made 
responsible for his actions, says: ‘A son who has 
become intoxicated and in this state has killed his 
father is not merely no criminal, but he may rejoice 
indeed at the circumstances of the murder which he 
has committed if, that is, a great fortune which 
he inherits is in question, as large riches betong in 
every way to those things much to be desired, 
especially when one understands how to make good 
use of them.” That is to say, if a man’s father 
or kinsman stand in the way of his heirship he 
has only to make himself drunk and in that 
condition assassinate or murder him with impunity. 
Is it to be wondered at, then, that the Jesuits aided 


the Spanish Inquisition ? Qr is jt any cause for 
wonder that the most diabolic assassinations 
recorded in history have had their approbation ; or 
that a murderer could go out to his ¢crime from 


the altar steps ? How could it be otherwise in 
face of such teaching ? Following Paul’s dictum, 
but in a sense never contemplated by Paul, the 
Jesuit becomes “all things to all men.” Nicolini 
says “ draw the character of the Jesuit as he seems 
in London—better still in the Foreign Office—and 
you will not recognise the portrait of the Jesuit 
in Rome. The Jesuit is a man of circumstance—

Jesuit a more dangerous citizen in any country 
than the worst anarchist, because, like the pagan 
Jap, murder becomes his act of worship. 


Let me conclude this chapter with two 
quotations, the first from Lord Macaulay. In his 
History of England he says, referring to the 
Jesuits’ theology, “To deceit was given a licence 
sufficient to destroy the whole value of human 
contracts and human testimony. In truth, if 
society continued to hold together, if life and 
property enjoyed any security, it was because 
common sense and common humanity restrained 
men from doing what the Society of Jesus assured 
them that they might with a safe conscience do.” 
Finally, I quote the words of an ex-Jesuit, Abbe 
Arnaud. He says: “TJ will not shirk from avowing 
that the desire of becoming acquainted with the 
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Jesuit Order which was making so much noise in 
Europe emboldened me to enter it without any 
previous knowledge of its sentiments or intentions. 
The caresses, the menaces, the persecutions, the 
outrages of that Society all failed to make me view 
with indifference and apathy the secret wiles and 
culpable practices which they employ .... On 
seeing the Sanctuary of Peace sullied with all the 
horrors of crime and imposture, I tremble at the 
thought of being within its walls. I resolved to 
escape as soon as I could without danger, and when 
at last I crossed that accursed threshold, I 
exclaimed: ‘Just Heaven!’ Can any honest man 
live among them ? Do you wish to excite trouble, 
to provoke revolution, to produce the total ruin of 
your country ? Callin the Jesuits, raise up again 
the monks, open academies and build magnificent 
colleges for these hot-headed religionists, suffer 
these audacious priests in their dictatorial and 
dogmatic tone to decide on the affairs of state—do 
this, and you will have done more evil than you 
ever thought of—you will have helped the devil to 
overthrow the Kingdom of Jesus Christ.” That is 
the morality of the Jesuits. 
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CHAPTER IV 
DISCOVERY OF INFALLIBILITY 


The doctrine of Papal infallibility has been the 
subject of much discussion, not only among 
Protestant denominations, but among Roman 
Catholics themselves. Elsewhere we said that the 
Romish system has been the battleground of more 
acute controversy than any other religious body in 
the world. The same may be said also of the 
doctrine of “infallibility.’ There were at least 
four schools of thought, each claiming to have the 
true conception of it. One school declared that the 
Roman Catholic Church itself was infallible. A 
second school maintained that the voice of the 
various councils was infallible; a third school held 
that the voice of the Pope must be added to that 
of the council to be infallible. But the Jesuits 
eliminated both the Church and the Councils, and 
argued that infallibility was invested in the Pope 
alone. This, as we have already shown, was done 
to enable them to use the Pope more freely as their 
screen, and also as their servant. In order to be 
in a position to mould public opinion according to 
their desire, they did then what they have since 
done in England ; they secured control of the public 
Press. They secured the appointment of leading 
Jesuits as editors and journalists, and in particular 
they acquired control of the official organ of the 
Vatican. This latter was a very clever move, 
because through it they were able to place their 
views before the public as though they were solely 
the Pope’s own views. In chapter two we have 
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stated how they secured the declaration of the 
doctrine of Papal infallibility. Public opinion had 
been gradually prepared beforehand, and when they 
deemed the time opportune the claim was boldly 
stated. Of course, no one could contradict it. No 
one dare contradict it. Thus, in 1870, the Pope 
discovered that for about one thousand eight 
hundred and forty years he and his predecessors 
had allowed the Divine powers which they 
possessed to lie dormant and the Jesuits who 
engineered the Pope’s discovery became his 
benefactors and received his blessing. Pope Pius 
IX was made to declare the doctrine of infallibility 
as though it were lying unstated in the Romish 
creed for centuries, when, as a matter of fact, it 
was a clever invention of the Jesuit mind to secure 
Papal sanction for their schemes. 


Having now secured official recognition of the 
dogma of Papal infallibility, namely, that the Pope 
can be in his own person infallible, and not merely 
as the head of his Council, the Jesuits took a further 
step. In an encyclical issued at the close of the 
year 1864 they secured, through the Pope, the 
Church’s ban on the progress of civilization. To 
enable us to understand such a retrograde step, 
we must remember that every institution of the 
Romish system can only thrive amid ignorance and 
superstition. This explains the attitude of the 
Church toward Galileo. Scarcely one great 
discovery was made in astronomy, natural history, 
or physical science, which was not denounced as 
leading to infidelity. The followers of Copernicus 
were branded as unbelievers. Galileo constructed 
his own telescope, with which, from the top of St. 
Mark’s tower at Venice, he discovered the satellites 
and rings of Jupiter, the phases of Venus, and the 
spots on the sun, all of which he faithfully 
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recorded. But these discoveries were anathema to 
the Jesuits. They used the Inquisition to regulate 
astronomical science. Galileo was summoned to 
Rome and charged with the publication of heretical 
doctrines and compelled to renounce his views. 
Pascal wrote of this in these terms: “ It is in vain 
that you Jesuits have procured against Galileo a 
decree from Rome condemning his opinion of the 
earth’s motion. Assuredly that will never prove it 
tu be at rest; and if we have unerring evidence 
proving that it does turn round, then all mankind 
together cannot keep it from turning, nor 
themselves frornh turning with it.” Kepler, the 
astronomer, was excommunicated by the Romish 
Church because he dared, as he said, “ to take that 
side which seemed consonant with the will of God.” 
Even Columbus, after his discovery of America and 
the islands of the Caribbean Sea, was brought 
home at the instigation of the Jesuit advisers of 
the King of Spain, loaded with fetters like a 
malefactor. When the officer in charge wished to 
free his limbs of the chains, Columbus replied: 
“No, I will preserve them as a memorial of the 
recompense due to my services.” The Jesuits 
exerted all their powers to prevent the spread of 
knowledge, because they well knew that an 
enlightened people would rebel against their 
restraint. They also knew that unless their views 
were officially approved there was always the 
danger of reaction against themselves. They 
therefore urged the necessity of calling together a 
General Council and at the same time through the 
official organ of the Vatican they endeavoured to 
popularise the idea of such a General Council, and 
expressed the hope, as though it came from the 
Pope himself, that the Council would unanimously 
sustain the dogma of  infallibility as the 
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manifestation of the Holy Ghost. From all this it 
can be easily seen how very little regard these 
men had for God. His counsel was never sought. 
Worldly methods alone were used to engineer their 
schemes through the Council, which they were 
careful to pack with their own _ supporters. 
Notwithstanding all their expectations and the 
expressed hope of a unanimous verdict, unanimity 
was not secured. The Archbishop of Prague 
expressed the views of the minority, and stoutly 
opposed the dogma of Papal infallibility as one 
which had been reprobated and long abandoned 
by men of sound understanding, and which, they 
might rest assured, the world would never accept 
as law. Almost amusing if it were not so pathetic 
were some of the arguments used by some of the 
Jesuits in support of the Pope’s infallibility, e.g., 
Bishop Pie declared that the Pope must be infallible 
as Peter was crucified head downwards, 
consequently the head of Peter bore the entire 
weight of his body. Now the head of Peter is 
analogous with the Church of Christ, as also with 
the Pope. Thus the Pope sustains the entire 
Church, and as he can only be infallible who sustains 
such great weight, and is not himself sustained, 
therefore the Pope must be infallible. This style 
of reasoning is not taught in any text book on 
Logic, nor does it bear the slightest resemblance 
to truth, yet we read that it was received by the 
majority “with immense enthusiasm.” 


But surely we reach the climax of absurdity 
in the argument that while Peter was preaching on 
an island where he had found a few Christians, he 
mentioned his infallibility. His hearers were 
surprised because they had not hitherto heard of it. 
However they sent a deputation to the Virgin 
Mary to ask whether she had heard anything about 
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Peter’s infallibility. “Oh, yes,” she replied, “1 
was present when the Lord bestowed this honour 
upon Peter. I remember the day and the hour.” It 
is difficult to see how people could bring themselves 
to believe such utter nonsense. But we are told 
that the people were perfectly satisfied with the 
Virgin’s answer, and no one has had the slightest 
doubt about the Pope’s infallibility since then. The 
Council being, as already stated, mainly composed 
of Jesuits and their supporters, there was very 
little difficulty in obtaining a verdict, and on July 
18th, 1870, the Pope declared himself infallible. 
The Jesuits had triumphed. They could now 
control the Vatican and stamp out every attempt 
to lift it out of its quagmire of deceit and mischief. 

There can be little doubt that the dreadful tale 
of lust and crime that marks the influence of the 
Romish system on the life of nations is due to the 
presence of the Jesuits—a band of fanatics whom 
Cardinal Newman, when he came to know them at 
close quarters, described as “an insolent and 
aggressive faction.” 

The British Government is at present involved 
in a conflict in Palestine somewhat similar to that 
which obtained in Ireland a few years ago. 
Ostensibly the struggle for supremacy is between 
the Jews and the Arabs, Mussolini, the dictator 
of Italy, has liberally supplied the Arabs with 
weapons, money and counsel. Newspapers under 
Italian management have been circulated for Arab 
instruction on lines similar to those issued in 
Ireland prior to the rebellion of 1916, warning the 
Arabs of the dangers of Jewish immigration, and 
urging them to fight for their existence. Behind 

stine, therefore, we can discern

It 
would be too dangerous an experiment to permit 
Mussolini to have sovereign control of those 
waters, however much his present masters may 
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desire it. It seems plain that he is under orders 
and cannot help himself. No doubt he would soon 
scorn the suggestion and say: “Who is lord over 
us?” But ¢he JéSuitsdo not show their hand like 
that. They ve Circumstances, and 


that wheit Statesmen Say” they a by 
cir ances to make this move or tha , they are 
sigiply dping what was already arranged for them, 
and are, thus no less obéying orders’ Shout any 
rastraction také place irthe Mediterranean and the 
day come when the battleship takes the place of 
the merchant ship, and challenges the right of 
others to use those waters, a situation will be 
created which may precipitate the final catastrophe 
and herald the end of the age. If Mussolini be 
goaded by Jesuit-controlled Rome to take such 
action as will compel Great Britain to protect by 
force her European interests it would let loose the 
flood of Europe’s pent-up passions, and the result 
no man can foresee. But we may be sure that He 
who in the past ages has always defeated the 
enemies of His people and Kingdom will preside 
over their future destinies. “No weapon formed 
against thee shall prosper.” 



















CHAPTER V 


POLICY OF REPRESSION 


The constitution of the Romish system as we 
know it to-day is not what it was at its inception. 
At first it was a strictly religious organisation, like 
any other branch of the Christian Church. Had 
it remained so how different would have been the 
world’s history! But, alas! the leaders of the 
Romish system were not content to cultivate the 
spiritual field; they must needs enter the political. 
Hence there gradually emerged two sections of the 


Rofiish systeny, viz.:—a religious and a political. 
evoltition gave rise”to the double name by 


which the system has been known through the 
centuries, viz.:—‘‘ Roman Catholicism” and “ the 
Papacy.” The latter name denotes its connection 
with the Pope as a. temporal sovereign. The 
Papacy began to manifest itself as early as the year 
800 A.D., claiming to exercise supreme lordship 
over mankind in all things sacred and secular. It 
assumed further and greater prerogatives than 
Roman Catholicism. It assumed possession of the 
keys of Heaven and Hell, and the power to consign 
men and women to either place according to their 
attitude towards the Romish creed. Thu 


came to regard himself as the sole representative of 
God on earth. He claimed the sole right to crown 
and depose kings; that he was sovereign lord on 
earth and held the keys of Heaven: and that none

As we have already seen, the Papacy did not 
succeed in crushing the Reformation. Indeed the 
very effort to do so helped to stimulate the 
movement which swept through the whole world. 
But along with this failure the Papacy found itself 
confronted by a new foe, or rather, shall we say, 
two new foes—the wrath of the people whose 
religious birthright they attempted to usurp, and 
the anger of the rulers whom they wished to 
depose. This was a _ serious situation which 
required drastic action. Here Rome was faced by 
a combination which if allowed to go forward 
unopposed would in due time nullify all her past 
efforts at world dominion, Not only must she 
combat the Reformed Faith, she must also check 
the growth of individual nationalities. The 
strength of the Papacy lies in the intellectual 
ignorance of the people, and it has ever been the 
considered policy of the Jesuits to fuse all nations 
in a common bond of ignorance. No patriotic spirit 
is recognised in the Jesuit code. On the contrary, 
it is discouraged and forbidden. Rome knows no 
“fatherland.” The Jesuit is taught to forbid the 
use of the mother tongue in order to hinder the 
growth of patriotism. The author of “The 
Foundations of the Nineteenth Century” declares 
that every nation which opens its church to the 
Jesuits commits suicide, and history bears ample 
testimony to the truth of this. Much of the history 
of Europe consists of one long struggle between 
the Papacy and the nations which were striving 
to keep their own individuality, and this struggle 
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was going on prior to the Reformation, It was far 
less religious than poligsal (BEC Tomes ambition

oppose such interference. Then came the 
| Reformation, with its mighty impulse of freedom

| became very insecure. At this critical juncture the 

Jesuits appeared as Rome’s deliverer and sought to 
| impose a more unlimited supremacy over the state, 
but the moment was inopportune. The civil power 
would not tolerate ecclesiastical interference. The 
| spirit of Protestantism was infusing the love of 
| liberty into the hearts of the people, hindering the 

schemes of the Jesuits. Then as Protestantism 

became a stronger witness for the truth and protest 

against error, Rome climbed down from her lofty 

pedestal, and for the time being withdrew her 
) interference in civil affairs. 


: About the middle of the 18th century it became 
: quite clear to the Papal authorities that the 
Reformation was an established fact in Europe. 
The Protestant states prospered more and more in 
direct contrast with those over which Rome still, 
held sway. The ancient political supremacy of Rome 
was gone. She could no longer dictate to kings 
and emperors, imposing her will upon them as her 
slaves, In view of the change accomplished by the 
Reformation human wisdom counselled a policy of 
caution of the part of Rome. But the Jesuit 
Society, the inveterate foe of peace and order, was 
hard to restrain. In all countries, Protestant and 
Roman Catholic, they continued to plan and work 
mischief, until they became utterly obnoxious to 
both Church and State. In 1773 Pope Clement XIV 
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issued a Bull, which was published in France, Spain, 
Italy and Austria, suppressing the Order. Even 
Cardinal Manning described the Order as the 
“Cancer of Roman Catholicism.” After Clement 
had signed the Bull suppressing the Order he 
remarked to those around him that it might be his 
last public act. It was. Though in good health 
when he signed the Bull, he took suddenly ill a few 
days later and died in great agony. No cause of 
death was discovered, but suspicion was strong. 
He had humiliated the Order and he must needs die. 
But nothing could have hurt the Jesuits more than 
the death of the Pope under such circumstances. 
It served to awaken public alarm and wrath which 
culminated in a universal demand for their abolition 
and expulsion. But “cancer” cannot be easily 
dissected from the human body, its ramifications 
being so widespread, and the Cancer of Jesuitism 
could not be eradicated from the body ecclesiastic 
r politic by an edict of the Pope. The oe to

Let us now retrace our steps a little and take a 
look at Rome’s claim that canon law is above civil 
law, and the effects of admitting that claim. Canon 
law declares that civil constitutions are subordinate 
to the church. The Pope may, therefore, 
excommunicate emperors and kings, deprive them 
of their states and absolve their subjects from 
allegiance. The Pope as Christ’s Vicar on earth 
has supreme power to dispose of the temporal 
goods of all Christians. Thus we see that Canon 
Law claims supreme control over all persons and 
property. It follows therefore that, according to 
the teaching of Canon law, Roman Catholics owe 
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their allegiance, not to the king of the realm, but to 
the Pope of Rome, This, of course, involves the 
doctrine of Papal infallibility—a doctrine which, as 
we have already seen, was secured for the Pope by 
» the Jesuits in order to make it easier for them to 
use him as their tool. The late Cardinal Manning 
did not hesitate to declare this presumptuous 
doctrine in the very heart of England, He said: 
“The Royal supremacy has vanished and the 
supremacy of the Vicar of Christ re-enters England 
full of life.’ Pope Leo XII] in one of his 
encyclicals says: “Every Roman Catholic must 
render as perfect submission and obedience of will 
to the Church and the Sovereign Pontiff as to God 
Himself.” He was simply stating the essence of 
Canon Law. All laws contrary to Canon Law are 
void. This law declares that the Church can use 
force in putting her discipline into practice, and 
that her clergy are not bound by the civil law. The 
Pope can depose heretical sovereigns (Queen 
Elizabeth being deposed by two Popes, Pius V and 
Sixtus V), and he can release from oaths and prisons. 
The priests have power to direct the people in their 
pelitical, as well as in their spiritual, life. These 
are some of the contents of Canon Law, and that 
they were put to practical use history bears ample 
testimony. According to Canon Law, heresy must 
be punished by death, and the souls of many 
thousands of God’s slaughtered saints are crying 
out “O Lord, how long?” as they wait for his 
coming vengeance. Part of that vengeance would 
appear to have already fallen on Spain, whose 
record of human butchery is one of the foulest 
stains on the pages of history. The British 
Parliament never so lightly regarded the 
foundations of the Throne as when it countenanced 
the adoption of the Romish faith by a Protestant 
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Princess for the sake of an alliance with Rome- 
ridden Spain; and when her wedding robes were 
sprinkled with the blood of her subjects before she 
ever entered her palace, many thoughtful people 
believed that it was a symbol of the displeasure of 
the Almighty. One may well wonder how many 
happy days Queen Ena spent in that unhappy land 
before she and her husband were hounded from the 
Throne. When we see Spain now tortured and 
torn piecemeal by the very Papist power it 
formerly helped so liberally to crush out the life of 
the infant Reformation, we cannot fail to recognise 
the just judgment of God, “ visiting the iniquities 
of the fathers upon the children.” With all this 
black record before them it is difficult to 
understand a Protestant Parliament yielding 
concession after concession, knowing full well that 
no concession short of complete surrender and 
submission will ever satisfy the capacious maws of 
Rome. “The Tablet,’ a Roman Catholic organ, 
referring to the Penal Code framed to combat 
Papal aggression said :“ Neither in England nor in 
Ireland will the Roman Catholics obey the law of 
the Imperial Parliament. They have before them 
two laws which, happily or unhappily, contradict 
each other. Both cannot be obeyed, and both 
cannot be disobeyed. One of them is the law of 
God and the other is a Parliamentary lie. The law 
of God, that is, the Pope’s command, has been and 
is being carried into effect. The Parliamentary lie 
will be spit upon and trampled underfoot,” ie., in 
the eyes of Rome the supreme authority in England 
is the Pope. Another Roman Catholic organ goes 
still farther and says: ‘‘ Rather than our loyalty to 
the Holy Apostolic See be in the least degree 
tarnished, let ten thousand kings and queens 
perish,” and in the same article the late Queen 
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Victoria was plainly told that she must be content 
with a divided allegiance or none at all. In view 
of all this can there ever be peace in the British 
Empire, or any other Empire, so long as the 
persistent disturbers of peace are favoured and 
pampered ? No citizens should be deprived of their 
legal rights so long as they are law abiding, living 
in harmony with the customs and institutions 
around them, and working .together for the 
common weal. But when an individual or society 
makes use of the liberties and privileges of the 
State for the furtherance of schemes designed to 
overthrow that State, then such individual or 
society can only be regarded, and dealt with, as a 
danger to the State. This is what happened to the 
Jesuit Order. Notwithstanding the fact that 
Jesuits did render to the Papacy a signal service in 
its hour of need and received special marks of 
honour and reward, even to the Pope’s blessing, 
they were driven out of Roman Catholic countries 
which were under allegiance to the Pope; and for 
the sole reason that they had made themselves a 
positive danger to the State by their methods of 
intrigue, sedition and assassination. Spain was the 
birthplace of the Order, yet in 1767 Charles II, for 
his own ‘personal safety, as well as for the common 
weal, banished about six thousand members of the 
Order. The Venetian Senate in 1608 banished the 
Jesuits from Venice and forbade them to return, 
notwithstanding an injunction to the contrary from 
the Pope. They were also banished from France in 
1762 because they were proved to be “ the seducers 
of youth, disturbers of the peace, and enemies of 
the King and State.” They were banished from 
Portugal because their distinctive principles ‘of 
falsehood, murder and perjury perverted society 
and robbed the civil power of its ability to maintain 
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the safety of the State. Well would it have been 
for the peace of the world had they been kept in 
exile. In dealing with the agents of this Society, 
both Church and State have had ample verification 
of the Holy Scripture warning: “For we wrestle 
not with flesh and blood, but with principalities and 
powers.” Behind the human agent stands the arch 
enemy of mankind and protagonist of the Lord 
Jesus Christ laughing in fiendish glee at his 
handiwork in the deeds of wicked men. But just 
as time and again his finest plans were frustrated 
by invisible forces, so shall they be finally 
overthrown. Satan shall not forever vaunt himself 
before the Almighty. He shall be cast down and 
all his human agents scattered. Christ shall take 
unto Himself His great power and reign as King 
of Kings and Lord of Lords. 
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CHAPTER Vi 


ACTIVITIES IN ENGLAND 


From what we have already seen we can 
understand why the Jesuits have been accused of 
wholesale lying. None of their historians has ever 
tried to refute the accusation. Indeed, falsehood is 

i anda. If individual members 
are taught to use words having a double meaning, 
thus leaving themselves a loophole of escape, what 
is that but the elevation of falsehood to the rank of 
a science? Their business seems to be, not to 
portray history by a plain statement of facts, but, 
rather, either to ignore the facts altogether, or else 
so distort them that they become irrecognisable. 
In a pamphlet issued by the Catholic Truth Society 
of Scotland the writer says: “Every man of the 
Society of Jesuits is bound by obedience under 
mortal sin to take no active part in secular politics.” 
Now, how is this vow observed ? We have already 
seen that the primary and supreme object of 
Ignatius Loyola, the founder of the Order, was to 
check, and, if possible, suppress the Reformation. 
In pursuance of this object he issued instructions 
to the effect that “the chief aim of all efforts 
should be to procure the confidence and favour of 
princes and men occupying places of power, so that 
no one might dare to oppose the Order, but, on 
the contrary, that all should be subject to it.’ That’ 
was the object in view; how was it to be attained ? 
Loyola proceeded to explain that “the favourites 
of princes—male and female—must be won through 
presents, flattery and favours of all descriptions, so 
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that they may intercede for us with their masters 
and give us correct information regarding them.” 
Then, in language which admits no doubt as to his 
meaning, he gives instructions as to the best way 
of dealing with members or servants of any Court 
or Dignitary who were known to be unsympathetic 
to Jesuit scheming. “ All servants,” he said, ‘* who 
have shown themselves to be in any way averse to 
the Order should by all means be removed from the 
household if they cannot be won over by promise 
or flattery.” Princesses were to be reached by 
bribing the chamber women, because “ through 
them access might be obtained to the most 
important family secrets.” Now, how do these 
instructions tally with the vow to abstain from 
politics ? Surely they show that Loyola was the 
father of that system of lying which has 
characterised the Jesuit Order all through the 
centuries ? 

Loyola knew how Luther was helped in his 
battle with Rome, by the German princes. He 


therefore set himself the task of transferring that 
Anfluence to the side of the Papacy. CIE

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almost every page with the political scheming of 
the Jesuits, It would require, not a volume, but a 
whole library, to reveal the list of political 
intrigues of the Jesuits throughout all lands. False 
to their own vows, how could they be true in 


anything ? When Queen Elizabeth threw _all her 


Protestantism the Jesuits 
in_pursuance of their underhand methods began 
operations through the Vatican An edict of Pope 
Pius V deposed Elizabeth from her throne and freed 
her subjects from their oaths of allegiance.

They argued that 
she was already deposed and therefore her murder 
would simply be the execution of the sentence. 
When this scheme failed, it was followed by a more 
colossal one. Enlisting the aid of Philip II of Spain, 
this scheme was nothing less than the invasion of 
England. First deposition, then murder, then 
invasion. What a record! In his book “ Jesuits 
and Seculars,’ Thomas G. Law says: “ When 
Philip procrastinated and the Pope was cautiously 
counting the cost, two men, Allen and Parsons, 
leaders of the Jesuit Order, passionately entreated 
and goaded them on to war.” They drew up the 
plans of campaign, armed the Papists in England, 
and prepared them to join the invaders. Philip and 
his confederates depended more on the information 
furnished by the Jesuits than on that of their own 
ambassadors. h e great Armada began its 


expedition to England, for the purpose of 
destroving the Reformation formation, and bringing England 
again under_the dominion of Papal Rome, the 
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Jesuits rejoiced greatly. Father Parsons, one of 
their leaders, wrote a pamphlet in anticipation of 
victory. The pamphlet bore the title “ Admonition 
to the Nobility and People of England,” and 
reminded them how the wicked Jezebel, wife of 
King Ahaz, was thrown out of her chamber window 
to be eaten in the court below by dogs. Then he 
suggested such strong resemblance between Queen 
Elizabeth of England and Queen Jezebel that he 
felt in doubt whether Elizabeth might not be 
appointed to a like end. Humanly speaking, that 
carefully planned and thoroughly equipped Armada 
had every chance of success. Nothing was wanting 
by way of preparation, even to the blessing of the 
Pope, and a gift from him of 1,000 ducats, together 
with 290 Romish priests and monks who would 
personally on his behalf denounce Elizabeth as an 
illegitimate usurper, and bring back to him the 
humble allegiance of Apostate England. But 
Philip, the Pope and the Jesuits left two things out 
of their reckoning :—(1) that Sir Francis Drake 
would cut short his game of bowls at Plymouth 
Hoe, and (2) that God could let loose the winds 
of heaven to blast their blasphemy. 


The failure of the Armada was a terrible blow 
to Jesuit schemes, but, like their master the Devil, 
they would not admit’defeat. Their next move was 
to establish schools on the Continent where youths 
intended for the English priesthood might be 
specially trained. In his “History of the Jesuits 
in England,” Taunton, a Roman Catholic writer, 
admits that Father Parsons, the Jesuit leader, 
intended to use these schools for the furtherance of 
his political schemes. In 1596 Parsons wrote a 
hook which was not published until one hundred 
years later, when the MS. came into the hands 
of the Chaplain-in-Ordinary to William of Orange. 
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The MS. had originally been presented to James I, 
but was forgotten in his flight from England. In 
his book Father Parsons outlines the policy to be 
followed in England when a Roman Catholic 
ascends the throne. In Government, and in all 
principal posts, none but zealous Roman Catholics 
are to be employed. Then, in order to deal with 
stubborn heretics, Parsons suggests that as soon 
as possible the “Holy Inquisition” should be 
restored. Then he explains that lest the name of 
“ Inquisition” might too vividly recall the horrors 
of Spain, he suggests that it should, for a time, at 
least, be called the Council of the Reformation, 
under which a new Order of Religious Knights 
might be formed to “ fight against heretics.” Then 
Parliament was to be composed of Abbots and 
Bishops in the House of Lords, while Deans, 
Archdeacons and Monks should compose the bull 
of the House of Commons. A public profession of 
faith would be required from a layman before he 
could be elected a member of either House. In 
order to maintain the sanctity of government, 
Father Parsons recommends the revival of the stake 
and scaffold as in the days of “ Bloody Mary.” Of 
course, we are told that the Roman Catholics 
to-day must not be held responsible for the words 
of the Jesuits of the sixteenth and seventeenth

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prominent members of the Order to-day. A review 
of Father Parsons’ book by a leading Jesuit 
appeared in a Roman Catholic magazine in 1889, in 
which he states: “Father Parsons’ object in his 
book is not to criticise the past, but to provide 
such plans for the future that Catholics may avail 
themselves of them, if occasion offers, to restore 
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the Roman Catholic Church in England.” The 
Gunpowder Plot was _a Jesuit scheme to destroy 
both Houses of Parliament at one stroke, Father 
Garnett suffered for his share in it. Then they 
tried to restore Papal government in England 
through James, but James failed them because he 
put his own interests before religion, and took the 
side of the stronger Protestant party. Nor could 
they accomplish much through Charles 1, but under 
Charles Il the prospect looked much brighter. His 
mother, a French princess, had made a promise to 
the Pope that she would carefully teach her 
children in the Roman Catholic faith, for he had 
warned her that her mission to England was to 
advance there the religion of Popery. Therefore 
Charles If was trained a Jesuit and consequently 
had no difficulty in signing the Solemn League and 
Covenant though he never meant to keep a word 
of it. Immediately after the execution of his 
father, Charles I, he began to negotiate with Spain 
and the Vatican for help to seize the English 
Throne, but these negotiations did not succeed. 
The Jesuits led by Father Talbot then began an 
intrigue on his behalf. But Charles must first 
become a Roman Catholic; and this he did in secret 
while, like a true Jesuit, he posed openly as a 
Protestant and thus secured his restoration to the 
Throne. When he became King he at once began 
scheming in the interests of the Papacy. There 
are writers who claim that Charles II] was only an 
over-zealous Protestant. There is no truth 
whatever in the claim, nor is there the least 
foundation for it. There was not a drop of 
Protestant blood in his veins. His Jesuitical 
duplicity may be gauged from two facts. He 
entered into an arrangement with Louis XIV of 
France—called afterwards the Treaty of Dover— 
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by virtue of which the French king agreed to give 
him £200,000 a year to aid the conversion of 
England to Roman Catholicism by force of arms. 
At the same time he posed before the British 
people as a strong adherent of Protestantism. But 
Parliament saw through his duplicity. Both 
Houses combined to constrain him to issue a 
proclamation banning Jesuits and priests from the 
country. The proclamation was issued, but the 
| King would not enforce it. To the very last he 
| played the hypocrite. His very deathbed was 
surrounded by an atmosphere of deception. His 
successor, James IJ, was a religious fanatic. 
: Before his Coronation he frequently heard mass in 
: private, but when he became King he publicly 
declared himself a Papist, while his foolish 
secretary wrote of a mighty work the King had on 
hand—no less than the conversion .of three 
kingdoms and the subduing of a pestilential heresy 
which had long dominated the Northern World. 
James became still bolder. He planted Romanists 
in all public services. Then he issued the famous 
“Declaration of Indulgence,” which ostensibly was 
to give relief to Non-Conformists, but in reality 
was meant to remove the disabilities of Papacy, and ' 
' give it equal rights. It was only another attempt 
to place England under the heel of Rome, and well 
it was that the English people were clear-sighted 
enough to see through it. About this time King 
James wrote a letter to a Jesuit, Father Chase, 
which the Jesuit official organ published in 
\ September, 1879. In that letter James said “he 
would either convert England or die a martyr,” and 
that “he would rather die the next day and convert 
it than reign twenty years without it.” This was 
the task he set himself, but events followed so 
quickly that his plan was foiled. Louis XIV of 
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Rrance revoked the “Edict of Nantes,” and thus let

ae Huguenots, King James publicly approved of the | 
French King’s action, and refused to permit | 
collections to be taken up for the support of the 
Huguenot fugitives. He went even farther and 
ordered the Archbishop of Canterbury to instruct 
his clergy all over England to refuse all hospitality 
to French Protestants arriving in England, unless 
they received the Sacrament aiter the English 
ritual. He would have compelled them to become 
Romanists, but with all his bigotry he dare not 
go that length. He had, however, sold himself to 
a hard taskmaster who drove him headlong to his 
ruin, What does Rome care for King or beggar if 
she can but gain her end? But an overruling 
Providence, so often overlooked by Rome, 
intervened, and the career of James as King of 
England was soon brought to a close. Seven 
Bishops, headed by the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
remonstrated with the King by a petition. Out of 
this remonstrance grew a resolution drawn up by 
leading British Statesmen inviting William, Prince 
of Orange, to England. James had ridden rough- 
shod over the civil and religious convictions of his 
subjects, and sealed his doom as monarch. The 
Jesuits had failed again. They made a mighty 
effort, but England determined to remain 
Protestant and ratified her determination by 
placing the Prince of Orange on the Throne as the 
representative and defender of civil and religious 
liberty. 
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CHAPTER VII 


ACTIVITIES IN SCOTLAND 


The Reformation in Great Britain was nothing 
less than a miracle. That it ever took root was 
due solely to the working out of the Divine Plan by 
Divine Power. When it is remembered that 
England was strongly Roman Catholic, and that 
Scotland was closely allied to Papist France, with 
European Sovereigns using all their powers to 
establish a Papist Sovereignty in England, through 
a Scottish Alliance, then it is easy to understand 
that only Divine intervention saved the Reformed 
Faith. Rome knew the danger to which Scottish 
Presbyterianism exposed her schemes, and that so 
long as Scotland remained free and independent 
the work of Knox could not be overthrown. The 
Jesuits planned a union between Scotland and 
Spain. The leaders of the Reformation knew this 
and dreaded it intensely. If such a union had been 
established and the King brought under Romish 






. But James 
was too much concerned about his own interests 
to be sufficiently zealous for Jesuit propaganda, and 
so all schemes failed one after another. James 
would gladly enough have formed an alliance with 
the King of Spain, if, by that means, his succession 
to the throne of England could have been secured. 
But on the other hand, if Philip failed him, then 
James would be faced with a more imminent peril, 
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the wrath of the English people. There was, of 
course, the English nobility; three-fourths of them 
were Roman Catholic. Rome must find out what 
attitude they would adopt, and her agents were the 
Jesuits. They could burrow beneath the surface 
of social life and find their way even into the Royal 
bedchamber. The year 1582 was destined to 
witness the exposure of one of their cunning 
schemes—its purpose being the invasion of 
England by Philip II and the dethronement of 
Elizabeth. A strong Romish party in England 
co-operated with the enemy outside and reported 
to them the progress of the preparations made. 
They believed that the Protestant section of the 
population was divided and that all the conditions 
were favourable for a revolution. Scotland was 
the only obstacle in the way. If only Scotland 
could be brought into subjection to Papal authority 
everything would then be ready for invasion. For 
this purpose the Jesuits sent their best ambassador 
to submit to James a scheme whereby powerful 
assistance would be given him to secure the English 
throne on condition that he espouse the Romish 
faith. Elelp from the Pope and also from the King 
of France would be available for this end. The 
Jesuit ambassador—Father Holt—was received by 
the King’s principal Counsellors and the Lords of 
the Realm, who pledged themselves (1) to convert 
the King by moral suasion, or (2) if not, then by 
physical force; (3) failing this, to hide him in 
some secluded retreat, or (4) imprison him at home. 
They planned, with the aid of 2,000 soldiers to bring 
the country to the feet of the Pope. The Jesuits 
also advised that priests should be brought over to 
Scotland from France disguised as laymen. The 
plot was well hatched. Some light is thrown upon 
it by a letter written to Mary by the Duke of

Lennox, who was guardian to King James. In this 
letter Lennox refers to an offer of help from the 
King of France and the Pope to re-establish the 
Papacy in Scotland by sending over a French 
Army, of which Lennox himself should be 
Commanderrin-Chief. The plot, however, became 
known, Some Protestant noblemen, suspicious 
that something was wrong, invited the King to 
Ruthven Castle and kept him there as a matter 
of precaution. Lennox went to France to gather 
together the promised troops, but fell ill and died 
there, and so the plot perished. The Jesuits, 
however, whose agent Lennox was met in Paris 
and agreed to send over to Scotland 4,000 soldiers. 
Meanwhile James managed to escape from Ruthven 
Castle and immediately got into communication 
with the Pope, imploring help. King James wrote 
personally to the Pope, but asked him to keep it 
secret, lest he might be placed in a much more 
serious position with his subjects and the Queen of 
England. James could only think of the English 
throne, and to gain it he could be Protestant one 
day and Papist the next. A Jesuit once said: 
“James would have taken the crown of England 
from the Devil himself.” Knowing his ambition, 
Queen Elizabeth drew him into a Protestant 
alliance on promise of an annual pension. But 
King James was no Protestant. He wanted to ride 
two horses so that if one fell he could still use the 
other, On the Ist January, 1593, an event occurred 
which tore aside the veil of hypocrisy from James’s 
face and revealed him in all his naked cunning. 
George Kerr, a brother of Lord Newbattle, was 
arrested as chief conspirator in a Jesuit plot and 
lodged in the Tolbooth. In his possession were 
found letters and other documents of a treasonable 
character signed by some of the leading Scottish 
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nobles. The substance of these documents was an 
appeal to Philip of Spain that Spanish help might 
be sent to Scotland to establish the Papacy by 
force. Of course, this revelation roused the 
intense indignation of the Protestant clergy and 
there was a universal demand for a public inquiry. 
But no steps were taken to bring the culprits to 
justice. It was perfectly clear that James knew 
of the plot and quietly prevented the punishment of 
the plotters. James, however, had no religion. Tle 
simply made use of both sides to advance his private 
schemes and ceased to use them when they no 
longer served his purpose. A Jesuit writer frankly 
states: “ James had only one ambition-—the throne 
of England—and to gain it he would gladly have 
signed the death warrant of either Protestant or 
Papist.” 

When he did at length reach the throne, James 
ostensibly espoused the Protestant cause, but it 
must not be forgotten that he and his three 
immediate predecessors of the Stuart line had 
married Papist wives, who became useful mediators 
for the Jesuits in their struggle for power. The 
Gunpowder Plot occurred very soon after he came 
to the throne and gave him the opportunity of 
ingratiating himself in Protestant favour by cold- 
shouldering Rome. But all the time Rome’s agents 
were in close touch with his consort—Queen 
Anne, Of course, to all outward appearance, she 
was a Protestant, but in reality a Papist. She tried 
hard to arrange a marriage between the heir to 
the English throne and a Spanish Princess, and 
when this fell through she turned her attention 
more successfully to the daughter of Henry IV of 
France, who had evidently brought up his children 
to regard Roman Catholicism as the one and only 
faith. On the eve of her marriage to Charles I 
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who had become King, Henrietta Maria, youngest 
daughter of the King of France, as a pledge of 
loyalty to the faith of her ancestors, promised Pope 
Urban VIII that if there were any children of the 
marriage she would have them carefully trained in 
the Romish faith. It is remarkable how much 
Rome has been able to accomplish through the 
woman. Now and then we have public exposures, 
such as the notorious MeCann Case, but there must 
be a multitude of such cases, where those concerned 
go down in broken-hearted silence to the grave. 


Some years ago a young man came to me with 
a sad tale of domestic tragedy. I had known him 
from early boyhood. I had also known his wife 
from her childhood. She was a Roman Catholic. 
Having been away from their district for a good 
many years, | was not aware that he had married 
her. As | listened to his story the intervening | 
years melted away and I remembered him again, 
a boy at school, happy and unconcerned. Out of 
their childish friendship there grew up a stronger 
attachment, which led to the marriage altar. Now, 
before the marriage ceremony is completed in these 
cases, where one of the contracting parties is a 
Protestant, he or she, as the case may be, must 
sign an agreement that if there are any children 
of the marriage no barrier shall be placed in their 
way if they wish to adopt the Roman Catholic faith. 
My simple-minded friend signed this document in 
a Roman Catholic chapel and thereby signed away 
his own manhood. Then one day when a little son 
was born the father and mother mutually agreed 
to put no constraint on the child regarding what 
faith he should adopt, until he reached the age of 
twelve years. But a few hours after she had given 
this solemn pledge to her husband the mother had 
the baby conveyed to the Roman Catholic chapel 
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and ‘‘ christened,” as they falsely term “ baptism,” 
by the priest. She never told her husband what she 
had done, nor did any of his Roman Catholic 
neighbours, though every one of them knew it. 
When the hoy was twelve years of age the father 
discovered that his wife was a Jesuit. She had 
secretly trained the boy in the Romish faith and 
had taken him with her to chapel on the pretext of 
visiting her relations. Then one day, when the 
father declared his intention of taking the lad to 
church with him on the following Sunday, both 
mother and son suddenly disappeared, and have 
never since been traced. When the tale was 
finished the father said to me: “ What can | do ?” 
| could only reply: ‘ You can do nothing but suffer. 
In marrying a Roman Catholic wife and signing 
away your right to ‘ train up your child in the way 
he should go,’ you took two wrong steps to retrace 
which is well-nigh impossible.” A similar story 
could be told afresh every day had the wretched 
victims only the courage to unfold their misery. 
But to return to the Court: All through the Stuart 
reign the subtle influence of the Jesuits may be 
seen. Their aim then, as now, was to give an 
aspect of uncertainty to the conduct of affairs, so 
that Rome might have a possible opening. During 
the troublous times in Scotland, when the 
Covenanters fought the civil power under Charles 
1 and Charles II to maintain their freedom of 
conscience, repeated appeals were made to the 
Vatican for help in men and money. But the Pope 
was cautious. He wanted to be sure of some 
return for his outlay. He would certainly send 
help to subdue the Covenanters if King Charles 
would publicly declare himself a Roman Catholic. 
Those were the most critical years in British 
history. The issues at stake extended far beyond 
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Scotland, where no fewer than 18,000 of our 

forefathers fell in defence of the liberties, which 

they have handed down to us. It was a fearful 
’ ordeal through which they passed, and we thank 
, God to-day for those brave Scottish forefathers of 
ours. Had they failed in that fiery trial we to-day 
would be the puppets and minions of Rome. But 
they scorned every threat; they spurned every 
temptation; they rejected every traitor’s pardon 
offered to them, and died rather than sacrifice one 
jot of the truth or doctrine of the Lord they loved. 
These Covenanting forefathers have been accused 
of trying to influence English politics in their 
favour, This charge will not cause our cheeks to 
blush in shame for their memory. They threw in 
their lot with those in England who were fighting 
the same battle. How could they have done 
otherwise ? If Rome had gained the victory in 
England, she would have had a much easier task 
in Scotland. The Covenanters had the vision of 
true statesmen. They saw the impending danger, 
for the Jesuit party in Scotland was determined to 
recover every particle of property in buildings and 
lands of which Rome had been deprived at the 
Reformation, and also to establish Romanism as 
the national religion. In order to focus public 
attention on the real issues at stake as well as to 
separate friends from foes the “Solemn League 
and Covenant” was drawn up in 1649, but let us 
clearly understand that the men who drew up that 
Covenant were intensely loyal to the Throne. The 
Covenant was no act of rebellion. It was the effort 
of a God-fearing people to secure the stability of 
the Throne by settling it on a firm foundation. 
Notwithstanding all the persecution they had 
suffered under Charles I at the hands of his Jesuit 
Court and Council, these Covenanters sternly 
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condemned his execution, and secured the 
coronation of his son Charles II at Scone on the Ist 
January, 1651. Basely did Charles repay their 
kindness and loyalty, for at the very moment when 
he professed adherence to the “ Solemn League and 
Covenant,’ he was negotiating with Rome and 
Spain for help to crush the very men who crowned 
him. Worthy son of a Papist mother! and fitting 
tool in the hands of the Jesuits, who seized the 
opportunity to further their intrigues. They 
wanted to secure Charles for the Papacy, and he 
was, in fact, secretly received into the Roman 
Church, But Charles was too intent on his own 
scheme of absolute monarchy to give them the 
assistance they desired. Notwithstanding the fact 
that his Consort—the Queen-—-had her private 
chapel and priests, and that his mother—the Queen 
Dowager—had nothing but Papists in her retinue, 
Charles knew that for him to openly espouse the 
Romish faith would destroy all hope of establishing 
his own theory of the Divine right of Kings. When 
his successor, James, came to the Throne, he 
endeavoured to make this Divine right a reality by 
securing the passage through Parliament of two 
Acts—-(1) the Act of Succession, which declared 
“that no difference in religion can alter or divert 
the right of succession and lineal descent of the 
Crown.” This Act left the path to the Throne open 
to Roman Catholic or Protestant. (2) the “Test 
Act,” which aimed at the removal of religious tests 
in dealing with applicants for offices in either 
Church or State. This made it possible for Roman 
Catholics to enter either of these offices. It was 
evident that King James wished to bring both 
England and Scotland into the Romish fold, because 
at his coronation in Edinburgh he omitted that part 
of the oath which bound him to defend the 
62

Protestant faith in Scotland. Matters reached a 
climax when, assuming sovereign power, he 
declared his intention of erecting a Roman Catholic 
chapel at Holyrood Palace and cancelled all penal 
laws against the Papacy. He had now overreached 
himself and alienated the sympathy of all sections 
of Protestantism. His actions clearly showed that 
drastic steps must be taken to safeguard what 
remained of civil and religious liberty. Therefore, 
Episcopalians and Presbyterians in Scotland joined 
to add their voice to the invitation of England to 
William Prince of Orange. William came, James 
fled, and so the Jesuits were frustrated once more. 


CHAPTER VIIi 


ACTIVITIES IN IRELAND 


The history of any of the countries with which 
we are conversant is generally a record of progress 
and improvement, but the history of Ireland is 
different from most or all of them. Referring to 
the close of the sixteenth century, Powell and Tout, 
in their History of England, say: “Up to this time 
Jreland had been a world by itself, and the struggle 
of tribe against tribe, or of the native Celts against 
the English government, had little relation to the 
general current of European movements.” We 
have the record of attempts made by successive 
English governments to subdue the turbulent Irish 
and to institute conditions of peace, but such 
overtures were always rejected almost as soon as 
they were made. Even after the English 
Government had done all it could to bring lreland 
into line with British peace and progress, the 
record shows persistent Irish rebellion. Surely 
there must be some explanation of the extreme 
difference between the Irish race and that of its 
two sister countries. The earliest records show 
such a commingling of the inhabitants of the three 
countries that we must ask ourselves what 


extraneous influence was it which precipitated the ¢ 


Irish race, like an insoluble element in a chemical 

compound, to the bottom of the test tube of 

English civilization and left it there.an inert mass 

ever since ? We have only to look at the life story 

of every Roman Catholic country in the world to 

find the answer. It is not a question of 
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misgovernment, but of wrong choice. At the 
Reformation Ireland refused to admit the one and 
only power which could have saved her from 
becoming the agent of the foe of all civilization, 
and the enemy of her own peace and prosperity. 
She rejected the fruit of the Reformation, and chose 
instead to dwell in the wilderness with Rome. In 
this Ireland stands out vividly as an illustration 
of the fact that the quality of a people’s creed and © 
religion will in the end fix their position in the scale, 
of nations. The Creed of Protestantism unfolds 
the ideal of man’s personal salvation for the Glory 
of God. The Creed of Rome unfolds the ideal of 
man’s personal subjection for the glory of the 
Church. These two ideals are antagonistic and can 
never be reconciled. Herein lies the secret of all 
the friction and strife which have besmirched the 
name of Ireland, and made her a by-word in every 
land. The difference between Ireland and other 
parts of the British Empire is not one of politics, 
but of religion; and so while we see in England 
and Scotland the Water of Life flowing freely 
through the land, making it “rejoice and blossom 
like the rose,” we see in Ireland only the stagnant 
pool of Roman Catholicism breeding constantly the 
pestilential germs of strife and discord, if not of 
open rebellion. Now the heart of Ireland’s 
perplexity is the same to-day as it was at the 
beginning of the Reformation; it is a question of 
control. As we have already seen, Rome, through 
Jesuit agency, tried hard to depose Queen 
Elizabeth, Pope Pius V and his successor Sixtus V 
both issuing Bulls to that effect, and for over 100 
years subsequently endeavoured to submerge 
England again in the Romish quagmire. When this 
finally failed with the flight of James II and the 
enthronement of William of Orange, the Pope 
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turned his attention to his dutiful daughter, Ireland, 
and exerted all his cunning in developing within 
her a spirit of unrest and dissatisfaction. As a 
result of this labour, the country has become the 
cockpit of domestic strife, bitterness aud jealousy, 
while Rome uses it as a vantage point to attack 
Protestant England. Were it not for Kome’s 
incessant interference in the affairs of England, we 
believe [reland would be quickly delivered from 
her bondage. In his history of Ireland, Green says: 
“fad Ireland been left to herself there would 
have been nothing more than the ordinary feuds 
and disturbances of the time.” But the policy of 
Kome could not permit Ireland to settle down in 
peace alongside her sister lands. Rome’s policy 
was to keep and use Ireland as a weapon with 
which, at a suitable opportunity, she might make 
a deadly thrust at the heart of England. We had a 
striking illustration of that policy in the Dublin 
rebellion in 1916. When the British Empire had 
become involved in the deadliest struggle of all time, 
and at the very moment when she was almost 
strangled in the iron grasp of a powerful foe, this 
subtle enemy, Jesuit Rome, struck its dagger into 
the Empire’s back. No true Protestant could ever 
forget such treachery. It was in line with the 
Gunpowder Plot. Had such a thing happened in 
any other land a far different treatment would have 
been meted out to the perpetrators, and perhaps 
it would have been better so. Rome has no code 
of honour and never had. Her lust is insatiable, 
and she can show no gratitude for any favour. To 
treat any country justly is a plain duty; but no 
greater mistake could be made than to treat any 
country which is under Rome’s supervision as 
though she were trustworthy. That she could 
never be as long as her policy is shaped by the 
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moral principles avowed by the Jesuits to which 
we have referred in Chapter III. She regards 
confidence as a sign of weakness or fear. Every 
revolt that has blighted the peace of Ireland may 
be traced to the instigation of Rome, whose 
purpose it has ever been to inflame passion to the 
fever heat of rebellion for her own special purpose. 
Take, for example, the rebellion under the Earl of 
Desmond in 1580. On the surface it seemed a 
purely political movement. But, if so, why, then, 
did Rome send 2,000 soldiers headed by the Papal 
Legate, a Jesuit named Sanders, who brought with 
him a plenary indulgence for all who joined the 
holy enterprise, as well as threats of damnation for 
all who resisted it ? This action of the Vatican 
proved the baneful influence hidden behind the 
scene. The rebellion, of course, turned out an 
utter failure, as most of Rome’s schemes do in the 
end. Then there was the rebellion under the 
leadership of O’Neill. This rebellion was supposed 
to originate in a dispute over the succession to an 
Trish Earldom. Be that as it may, Rome used the 
dispute to inflame religious passion. In the autumn 
of 1599 Spain sent two ships carrying 100,000 gold 
pieces to pay the rebel army. In his proclamation, 
O’Neill said: “I am fighting for the Catholic faith 
and the extirpation of heresy.” In April of the 
following year, 1600, Pope Clement VIII gave the’ 
Irish rebellion his blessing. But, in spite of his 
blessing, or perhaps because of it, the rebellion 
proved a failure. After this there was a period of 
comparative peace which lasted for forty years. 
Such a wonderful time was this that Dr. O’Connor, 
himself a Roman Catholic, writing of the trouble 
of 1641, says: “This rebellion began at a time of 
profound peace. We must be content,” he adds, “ to 
lay the rebellion and all its violations of faith 
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and perjuries which attended it to the conduct and 
principles of the foreign influenced intriguers who 
argued that Ireland was the property of the Holy 
See.” During the forty years preceding the 
rebellion Ireland experienced a calm such as she 
had never known since the 12th century; never 
was there less provocation to rebellion. Behind it 
lay Jesuit intrigue as usual. The Papal blessing 
was sought and obtained. The Pope, Urban VIII, 
also promised substantial aid. A Jesuit priest, 
Father Bourke, declared that the war was begun 
“solely in the interests of the Roman Catholic 
religion.” “It is,’ he adds, “a war of religion as 
pertaining to his Holiness, especially as the realm 
of Ireland is a fief of the Church, and being 
liberated can requite his Holiness with the Peter’s 
Pence.” A few years later, in 1645, a book was 
— published by an Irish Jesuit named O’Mahony, a 
“ Professor of Moral Theology in Lisbon, which 
throws a lurid light on Rome’s Satanic attempts to 
inflame the passions of Irish Romanists. O’Mahony 
writes to his “dear Irish”: ‘Go on and perfect 
the work of your liberty and defence which is so 
happily begun. Kill all the heretics and all that do 
assist and defend them. You have already 
accounted for 150,000 heretics, and I would to God 
you had killed them all... We Catholic Irish will 
not, and never would, neither ought we to suffer 
our country to be ruled by a proud King who calls 
himself the Head of the Church. Let us therefore 
choose a Catholic king from among our brethren 
and let us have Irish Catholic judges and 
magistrates to rule over us in all matters temporal, 
and the Pope in all matters spiritual.” Thus wrote 
Father O’Mahony in 1645. But that was the 17th 
century you say, and this is the 20th. Please do not 
overlook Rome’s claim “semper eadem.” While 
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she may have had to alter her methods of attack 
through the centuries to suit the particular 
circumstances and peoples among whom her agents 
were operating, the goal of her ambition remained 
unchanged, Rome will count no cost too great, nor 
time too long to wait for the accomplishment. of 
her desire. She can seal up her bowels of 
compassion while hundreds of thousands of her 
co-religionists are slaughtered in Spain. She can 
calmly watch the insurgent army wade through the 
mire mixed with their brethren’s blood because, 
forsooth, they fight and die for a Holy Cause !—the 
recovery of Rome’s lost power over Spain. Rome 
will be content to receive the rags and tatters of a 
shattered civilization in the hope that she may 
restore her sovereignty. The point one must never 
forget when dealing with a country in which Rome 
is specially interested is that every movement, 
political or otherwise, is prompted and directed by 
Rome’s invisible agency. Periodically we have had 
schemes unfolded, either in the public Press or 
platform, showing how easy it would be to unite 
Treland, North and South, in one harmonious whole. 
A few pleasant smiles, and a few strokes of a pen 
would make the lion and lamb lie down together 
in peaceful content. Now, if such a thing were 
possible, we feel sure that the representatives of 
Rome would do all in their power to prevent it. 
The political leaders of Ireland are not free agents. 
In “ The Story of the Nations” there is a passage 
which clearly shows the tortuous policy of Rome 
throughout all ages. It reads thus: “The moment 
has now come for the re-establishment of the 
Catholic religion in Ireland, and, if possible, for its 
union with the Catholic powers of Europe, and in 
order to achieve this object the great aim was to 
hinder, if possible, anything like a reconciliation 
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between the Catholic insurgents and the King. 
The fires of discontent must be kept burning until 
Rome is satisfied, and so long as her hand grips the 
arm of any statesman he can only go where she 
permits and do what she desires. 


In a popular journal* we read these words 
(which are in line with all we know of Jesuit Rome 
and her agents in every land as well as in Ireland): 
‘Gaunt Eamon De Valera laid down his gun 13 
years ago, founded the Fianna Fail Party and 
pledged himself to secure an all Ireland Republic by 
constitutional means. But though he has controlled 
the Free State Government for the past five years 
his all treland Republic is still a nebulous dream,” 
and, we may add, such it will continue to be. For 
although Jesuit Rome has, by her plots and 
intrigues, caused much loss and suffering, seldom, 


if ever, has she gained a lasting victory. Her 
ambition of world power has remained—like that 
of De Valera—a “nebulous dream”; and it must 


needs be so, because her policy is not only a brake 
upon the wheels of progress; it is antagonistic to 
the Divine purpose. Universal Sovereign Dominion 
has ever been, and is to-day, the aim of the Vatican, 
like that of Mussolini and Hitler, its rivals. But 
this honour God has reserved tor His Son, our 
saviour. The greatest among men in bygone ages 
have striven for universal power, and every one of 
them, from Nebuchadnezzar to Napoleon, has 
failed. No world power can ever attain universal 
sway unless the Almighty should alter his decree, 
which ts unthinkable, During the Irish rebellion of 
1041 the Pope had a_= special representative in 
Ireland who did more than any other to foment 
sedition. At the moment when the combatants had 
grown weary of strife and were in the mood to 
*“ News Review,” September, 1937. 
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consider terms of peace, it was the Pope’s Legate, 
Rinuceini, who kindled the flame of passion afresh. 
But at length Rome overstepped her limits. Her 
intrigues had only led Ireland into fruitless 
rebellions. Public feeling among all sections of the 
people turned against the Pope’s envoy as the cause 
of all the trouble, and recognizing “ safety first,” 
Rinuccini fled to Italy. Complaints were lodged 
against the envoy because he had tried to alienate 
Ireland’s allegiance from the Throne of England. 
There was no real desire among the majority of 
Roman-Gatholics to withdraw their allegiance. But 
the intrigues of the Jesuits had compelled the 
Brida Goyecimicat te legilte apdarentiy aediast 
the intérests of Roman Catholics in order to 
fT ie Ey atitaraase 5 ot parents ce RE, a ar mA ea 

circumvent the seditious plots organised by the 
Pope’s envoy. Every disability under which Roman 
Catholics have been placed can be laid to the 
charge of the Jesuits who persistenly claimed that 
the Pope as sovereign lord has the sole right to 
depose and enthrone kings in his own interests. 
Such a doctrine never did commend itself to the 
Englishman, and was utterly repugnant since the 
Reformation. To overcome this repugnance and 
resistance by sapping the nation’s vitality in a series 
of dangerous revolutions, the Jesuits made Ireland 
the base of their operations. Even after all seemed 
lost in the flight of James II to France, he was 
persuaded to lend himself for one more effort. The 
Jesuits now changed their tactics to a scheme for 
the expulsion of all foreigners from Irish soil. 
Londonderry was beseiged. The city was reduced 
to terrible straits; only two days’ food remained 
when the relief ship broke the barrier which had 
been placed in the Foyle and entered the harbour. 
Then William came, and at the Boyne finally 
overthrew the army of James, so graphically 
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described by Macaulay as “that mob of cow 
stealers.” This was the ultimate triumph of 
Protestantism, and the end for the time being of 
Jesuit attempts to subdue England by means of 
Treland. When Israel of old conquered Palestine 
remnants of the enemy were left in parts of the 
country and they proved a thorn in the flesh for 
many years afterwards. Much the same thing 
happened at the Reformation. Ireland remained 
loyal to the Romish faith as well as a large tract 
of Scotland stretching as far west as Fort 
Augustus. This gave the emissaries of Rome a 
camping ground on which to plot and scheme for 
the overthrow of Protestantism and the whole of 
that penal code which has so pained Rome’s 
sensitive spirit was framed, not against Roman 
Catholics as such, but in order to combat Jesuit 
intrigues aimed at the safety of the British Realm. 
The plots failed one after another and the penal 
code remained intact for many years. Then, in 
consequence of Jesuit pressure, under the plea of 
changed times, the laws framed to safeguard the 
Empire after bitter experience of Rome’s subtle 
strategy stretching over many years of suffering 
and loss, have been so whittled down that only a 
mere shadow of them now remains as a barrier in 
Rome’s path to sovereign power in England. But 
the mind and heart of Rome remains unchanged 
through changing times, and we are still face to 
face with the same implacable foe who awaits 
England’s difficulty to accomplish its ends. 
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IN IRELAND (ContTINUED) ri 
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/, We have already seen how the Jesuit can become 

/“all things to all men,” changing his manners and 
| mode of life to suit the character of the people amongst 
| whom he operates, so that we never find him the same 
in London as in Rome; and in New York he is different 
from either. He is a very chameleon, changing his 
dress in accordance with the particular circumstances 
of the moment. In the year 1697 the Governor- 
| General of the French Possessions in India, in an 

= report, showed how the Jesuits carried on a

most extensive and most valuable trade with East India, 
much more so than that of either the French or the 
English. Then he showed how small companies of 
Jesuits travelled through the country with Indian 
merchants or pedlars searching for diamonds and 
pearls. They dressed exactly like the Indians, spoke 
their language, ate their food, and observed their 
customs. So closely did they imitate the Indians that 
a casual observer could not detect any difference. They 
even sacrificed to heathen deities like the natives under 
the pretext of desiring to convert them. In reality: 
they never mentioned Christianity, but simply used the 
native merchant to guide them into the best channels 
of trade. They never on any occasion converted a 
single soul. In this way they filled their coffers with 
\gold to such an extent that Pope Innocent X received 
a report from the Archbis of Mexico stating that 
“the whole wealth of Central America was in the 
hands of the Jesuits.” But this is the policy of the 
whole Romish system. We, ourselves,.saw such an 
accumulation of treasure in the cathedrals of Italy as 
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would dazzle any eye, and will no doubt lead, one day, 
to the complete destruction of the system which has 
acquired it. For just as the miser sometimes loses 
his life trying to retain his gold, su will the Church 
and nation that fires the avarice of a savage mob 
maddened by hunger. It was so in France at the 
great Revolution. It was so in Brita at the 
Reformation—the monasteries were rifled and Rome 
was despoiled. 

But to return to Ireland. We have seen how the 
Jesuits were the chief instigators of those rebel 
movements which had ter their object the recovery ef 
the English throne for the Papacy. The Revolution 
settlement crushed the last hope of ousting the 
Protestant succession. But nevertheless the Jesuits who 
have been well named “the Popes militia” formulateci 
new plans of campaign. They could no longer hope 
to empty the throne of Lnglaud by direct assult, but 
they could proceed by a more roundabout method to 
the same goal. They could man every gate and 
avenue, every post and pillar with their trusty minious, 
who would continue to pave the way for the Papal 
chariot. With this object in view they began a herce 
agitation for the repeal of the Penal Laws—laws, which, 
we have seen, were framed not against the Roman 
Catholic religion as such, but against Jesuit intrigue. 
They were a necessary infliction of hardship in order 
to secure the safety, not only of Ireland, but of the 
whole Empire. To say that the Penal Laws were the 
outcome of Protestant bigotry and intolerance is to 
say what is not true. It might just as well be said 
that it was bigotry and intolerance to place a dangerous 
lunatic in an asylum. The Irish Penal Laws were 
framed tor the preservation of human life and 
constitutional government. No critic of Irish politics 
was more severe on the Penal Code than the historian 
Lecky, and on that account his final opinion of it is 
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all the more valuable. He says, “ the measures which 
other historians regard as simple persecution are now 
seen to have been in a large degree measures of 
necessary self-defence, or inevitable incidents in a 
civil war.” Lecky had painfully come to the conclusion 
that the legislators had good and sufficient reason for 
the restrictions placed on Roman Catholics, and we 
think it is a very great pity that legislators in our own 
day either refuse to read, or deliberately close their 
eyes to the facts of history. Solomon says, “ There 
is no mew thing under the sun.” “ History repeats 
itself,” is the modern equivalent of this same truth. 
The Jesuit order, like the Romish system in whose 
bosom it was hatched, has the same programme in 
mind, and only lacks the power to carry it through. 
The agitation against the Penal Laws began to bear 
fruit towards the close of the eighteenth century. 
Certain free lances in the British House of Commons 
backed by the Labour Party began to take interest in - 
the Irish question, professing great sympathy for the 
“under dog,” and protesting against such tyranny in 
an enlightened age. Then, as each of the two great 
parties in Parliament respectively neared the close of 
its administrative career, and became more dependent 
on the Irish Vote, the Irish Nationalist Party broke 
out like a kennel of dogs, uttering the most pitiful 
wails of distress, and picturing the “land of saints” 
groaning under a heavy load of fetters and chains. 
Such a spectacle was surely unworthy of the great 
British Empire, and demanded immediate attention, 
was their wily suggestion. Thus gradually, by the 
strategy of their spokesmen, and the necessity of the 
hour, the Jesuits succeeded in focusing a share of 
attention on the [rish Question in 1788. The subtle 
policy of these masters of duplicity may be seen from 
iheir first approach to Parliament. lt took the form of 
a humble address from Roman Catholic Peers and 
Commons of Great Britain, and declared their loyal 
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attachment to the King and Constitution, Fox 
speaking on behalf of the Whig section of the House 
planes that, seeing there was no longer any contention 

egarding the occupant of the Throne there would 
no longer be any point in enforcing these laws on 
Roman Catholics, and their removal would surely 
have a eu effect in Ireland. Even the Duke 
of Wellmgton was deceived into supposing that if 
Emancipation were given there would be no further 
cause of complaint. Lord Brougham, supporting this 
view, said * Grant Emancipation and it will allay all 
disturbance, it will give us their hearts.” Someone 
else declared it was only a joke to say that the Pope 
had any influence in Ireland. How the Jesuits must 
have laughed. They had succeeded in befooling the 
British Parliament. Earl Grey believed that Catholic 
Emancipation would strenghten the state by binding 
all sections of it into a unique whole, and it might have 
done so had Ireland been free to exercise her own 
judgment. But she was then and is still controlled by 
a foreign power, whose aim it was, and is, to use her 
as a lever for the overthrow of Protestant England. 
This aspect of the case was clearly put by the opponents 
of the Bill. They argued, and, as we now know, 
rightly argued, that Emancipation would strengthen 
the Papacy and endanger the Constitution, because civil 
allegiance to a Protestant State cannot be given by 
those who have already sworn whole-hearted allegiance 
to a foreign Pontiff. How could their allegiance be 
divided between the British Crown and the Vatican? 
Besides, one of their spokesmen had already declared 
that no real settlement could be effected until there 
was a Roman Catholic King and Parliament. One 
speaker during the debate used words which, in the 
light of what has since happened, were really a 
prophecy. He pointed out the danger arising from 
the presence of the Jesuits, and described them as a 
secret Papist Association which would shake the 
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Constitution to its centre. He further declared that 
instead of leading to harmony it would be used as a 
means of extracting further concessions. When it was 
urged that the Bill was necessary to avert civil war 
this speaker replied: ‘““There may be the danger of 
insurrection to-day, but there is a far greater danger 
of civil war to-morrow, and the most you can do is 
to postpone the evil.” Then he added these remarkable 
words, “It will be for you to consider under what 
different circumstances the attack would be resisted 
when you have armed the Catholics and abandoned the 
Protestants.” In the light of the Dublin Rebellion 
in 1916 these words seem to have been remarkably 
fulfilled. 


Had the British Legistature listened to the voice 
of its far-seeing members what a different Ireland we 
would have to-day. The Emancipation Bill was passed, 
and we have only to recall the years which followed 
to see how foolish were the views of those who thought 
that Roman Catholic Emancipation would settle for 
ever the Irish Question. Again we must refer to Lecky. 
He does not exaggerate when he writes, ‘‘of all the 
judgments of the great thinkers certainly none have 
been more signally falsified than those which they 
formed of the Catholic Church. The belief that 
Protestant and Catholic would become almost 
indistinguishable in the field of politics .. . has proved 
ludicrously false, and in Ireland, as on the Continent, 
the question of priestly influence is one of the most 
pressing of our time.” Lecky’s judgment of the 
situation was soon verified by bitter experience. The 
Emancipation Act, instead of placating Irish discontent, 
became the instrument for a fresh attack. Having got 
rid of the Penal Code, the Act of Union becomes 
the new bone of contention. Dan O‘Connell now 
becomes the Jesuit champion. With true Jesuit cunning, 
he declared that the Irish troubles did not spring from 
the Penal Laws at all, but from the Union, and 
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separation was the sole remedy. Why should not 
Ireland have a separate Varliament like Canada, where 
local representatives acquainted with the necessity 
when it arises could make provision for it without 
having to continually harass the British Parliament. 
Such was ©'Connell’s argument at the beginning of 
the Home Rule Campaign, but afterwards he often 
declared that he only regarded Emancipation as a 
stepping stone to an Irish Parliament. 

Irom that time until the establishment of the Lrish 
free State, the Jesuit powers behind the scenes have 
used one mouth piece after another to urge thei 
claims, and were ever ready to make England's 
difficulty their opportunity. Under the Penal Code 
the battle ery was “ English Oppression.” Under the 
Union it became “ Freedom of Franchise,’’ and now 
that both these so-called thorns have been removed 
from Irish flesh, the new battle cry is “ The Border.” 
“Give us a United Ireland,” ts the ery to-day. They 
want something worth while to have to offer to 
[england’s ancient enemy, and from the signs of the 
times it would not appear to be a rash prophecy to 
say that Jesuit Rome will never cease uttering this 
cry until she either gets what she demands or 1s driven 
out of the country bag and baggage. When [quality 
of Franchise was granted, the power passed into the 
hands of an illiterate people completely controlled by 
the Priesthood. very Parish Priest became an 
electioneering ageut, using the Altar, the Pulpit, and 
the Confessional to advance the interests of Rome in 
freland. In his “ Priests and People in treland, ” 
McCarthy says, “Lhe Society of Jesus has perhaps 
more strings to its bow than any other comimuiity 
of Priests in Ireland." Then he goes on to explain 
how they have suitable agents for every occasion who 
pose as Temperance Reformers, Tavern [:ntertainers, 
Public Orators, or as disguised diplomats who, by 
sume form of stealth, may gain entrance into places 
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of power. They are everywhere present, but never 
recognised their disguise is so complete. During the 
various Irish troubles, no one ever heard a Jesuit 
raise his voice on behalf of peace. 

In 1901 an Irish University Commission inquired 
into the state of education. In giving evidence before 
this Commission the Bishop of Limerick said, “that 

| of one hundred and eighteen priests under his 
jurisdiction, only six had any University degree or 
education whatever. Almost all secondary education is 
in the hands of the clergy, and the clergy themselves 
: have never received a true education ... They (the 
priests) come out of Maynooth ... absolutely deficient 
in all classical education and in all scientific and 
mathematical education. They are deficient in that 
F indefinable thing which is not knowledge, but culture, 
something you cannot put your hand on, a something 
which cultivates a sense of honour and a right 
judgment with regard to the affairs of life.” Speaking 
of the Catholic young men emerging from the priests’ 
‘ intermediate schools, he said, “1 will simply say this 
ur general, that nine-tenths of them are lost, and that 
| they are... without an education that is worth a 
button to them for any useful purpose.” He also 
| said, “I could not find amongst the priests of my 
| Diocese a single man who was competent to teach the 
school boys in my school the very elements of either 
} Chemistry, Botany, Physics, or any of the Natural 
Sciences.” Could any more scathing indictment be 
uttered by an enemy of the Romish system than this 
from one of its most loyal sons? Then again, McCarthy 
says, “ The priests look upon free mental development 
i as a physician looks upon small-pox or cholera-diseases 
' to be extirpated, and so they cripple and stunt the 
minds of the youth to make free thought impossible.” | 
It follows from this that education so controlled by 
Jesuit Rome is a sham. Rome’s idea of education is 
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to prepare the mind of the child to receive without 
question the doctrines of the Romish faith. That is 
Rome’s stronghold—implicit obedience to the teaching 
of the church. To secure this end, Jesuit Rome, 
relying upon Protestant weakness, which goes by the 
name of “toleration,” secured one concession after 
another, which enables them to have full control of 
the whole range of school and college education, In 
this way the Papacy has hitherto secured from earliest 
childhood the undivided loyalty of each generation. 
But it may well be that even in Ireland, as in Spain, 
disintegrating forces will rob the Jesuits of that full 
blown victory for which they have so long schemed 
and worked. 


I cannot better conclude this chapter than by a 
quotation from “ Priests and People in Ireland,” by 
M. J. F. McCarthy. He says, “If I now happen to 
know anything, if I have travelled any distance, 
however short, on the road to Truth, I owe it, in 
common with the entire civilised world, mainly to 
association with Protestants, and to the principles of 
Protestantism. ” 














CHAPTER Xx 


ITS EXPULSION. 


We hayeseen the Jesuit Order driven out of every 
Raman Catholic country where there _was_sufhcient 
power_to do so. James Anthony Froude in his Short 
Studies, Vol. IV, says, “The Church Courts were 
a by-word for iniquity in every country in Europe. 
The religious Orders became too corrupt to be allowed 
to continue in existence. Referring to Cardinal 
Newman’s theory that “the Reformation was the 
rebellion of the intellect against the spiritual authority 
which was in charge of it.” Froude replies, “ That 
spiritual authority must have done its work very badly 
if it bred a generation of apostates.”’ Then he proceeds 
to declare the real reason. With the coming of the 
printing press the Bible was placed in the hands of 
the people. It revealed such a contrast between religion 
as exhibited in the New Testament, and that taught 
and practised by the Romish system, that half Europe 
broke away from the Church of Rome. Then when 
Rome found her power declining she, like every other 
representative of a bad cause in like circumstances, 
launched out in an orgy of abuse and crime. She filled 
Europe with wars, she urged princes to massacre their 
subjects. Her instruments of persuasion were the rack, 
the gibbet, and the stake, so long as she had the 
strength to use them. When her strength began to 
fail, she resorted to conspiracy and murder, and when 
the court of public opinion demanded an explanation 
of this black record she attempted to explain away her 
atrocities as the outcome of peculiar circumstances. 
But such things would not happen to-day, she says, 
we are living in an enlightened age. True, perhaps, 
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and yet we can recall the year 1916 when Britain 
was involved in the greatest war of her whole history. 
Rome did not hesitate to strike a cruel blow at the 
heart of the Empire, through an Irish rebellion which 
cost the Empire a loss of 2,700 killed and wounded 
soldiers who were sorely needed in France. Count 
Plunkett later gave an account of the preparatious for 
that rebellion and of a special journey he himself 
made to the Vatican. “The Pope was much moved,” 
says Count Plunkett, “when T disclosed to him that 
the date of the rising was fixed and the reason for that 
decision. Then the Pope conferred his Apostolic 
blessing on the men who were facing death for 
lreland’s liberty.” That is to say, the Pope gave his 
blessing to conspiracy and murder in the year 1916, 
which clearly shows that although we are living in an 
“enlightened” age the tactics of Rome remain 
unchanged. 

In 1930 Rome gave another display of her ancient 
policy of intrigue, and interference in national politics in 
Malta. Lord Strickland, the British Governor-Geueral, 
himself a Roman Catholic, found himself opposed by 
Bishops and priests of Rome who had become election 
agents and were biasing the votes of the people. In 
a memorandum, Lord Strickland wrote : “ It is greatly 
deplored that the Holy See has been misled into lending 
the assistance of its prestige and power to what is 
nothing less than a conspiracy against British Rule 
in Malta.” All this goes to show that there has been 
a revival of the driving power of Rome, a power 
which has ever been the Jesuit Order. To-day it has 
taken the name of “ Catholic Action.” We have already 
seen that it was Rome’s necessity which opened the 
way for the rise of the Jesuit Order. It is her necessity 
to-day which again gives the Order a new lease ot 
life. So long as the Jesuit Order is in conflict with 
the enemies of Rome it is her faithful ally and 
receives the Pontifical benedication. During the French 
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& 
Resvolition the Jesuits saw and seized their o a 
to regain their lost power. The people of France had 
suede even the semblance of religion. Their minds 
were blank so far as religious knowledge was 
concerned, and so they became an easy prey to the 
Jesuit harpies who instilled into their minds the 
suggestion that all their national trouble was the result 


of forsaking the teaching of Rome, and a pynishment 
ex suppressing Ce_Jesut. Oe Therefore the one 
andl only. femnedy ay, in ré-eStablishing the Order, and 
a ee s VII issued a Bull to revive the 
Order. What an example of Papal infallibility ! One 
Pope disbands the Jesuits, another Pope re-assembles 
them. One infallible Pope contradicts his equally 
infallible predecessor. And so in the early part of the 
19th century we see a revival of Jesuit influence in 
Europe, their reappearance synchronising with the 
spread of a flood of Socialism which was the aftermath 
of the French Revolution. The nation had broken 
loose from all restraint, and was cherishing thoughts 
antagonistic to both the church and religion. Rome 
was in danger and needed help; and what better helper 
than the Jesuit Order which had proved its value at 
the commencement of its history Thus the Jesuits 
with the approbation of Rome had full opportunity 
to prejudice the public mind in their favour. The 
Romish faith was commended as the only stable and 
enduring structure, and one by one, the various 
countries from which the Jesuits had been expelled 
recalled them. No sooner were they re-established 
than they became intensely active, building schools and 
colleges so as to gain complete control of the young. 
Every attraction was offered, especially to the youth 
of the nobility. In Russia they were opposed by the 
Emperor Alexander on the ground that they had been 
seducing the army ; that they had abused the confidence 
placed in them by securing personal advantage aid 
extending their power. In Austria they were also 
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Se 
iad because (they were constantly_m mixed u up R 
(Court and_ State te _intrigues/” They were suspected of 
egcouraging | “@ssassination 20 further their interests. 
They openly applauded the Paris murders. ers. They had 
secured the very best means of influencing the public 
mind, and might have rendered signal service to their 
fellowmen, But instead they showed an entire disregard 
for the well being of mankind, working only for their 
own aggrandisement. Since their foundation in 1540, 
they have been expelled 86 times from 49 countries, 
showing that some of these countries have repeatedly 
expelled them, and the reason is not far to seek. They 
are the servants of a master who, in evil doing, does 


not admit defeat. 

In Spain, where the Order was founded, they have 
a very expressive proverb, which says, ‘‘ Put the Jesuit 
out by the front door and he will creep tn through 
the back door.” With the restoration of the Bourbons 
in Trance, the Jesuits found a new lease of life and 
prospered, They burrowed their way into the Privy 
Council of Louis XVIII, and in those early days of 
the 19th century were able, through the Press and 
Parliament, to control every movement of private and 
social life. They had secured many important positions . 
in the administration through which they were able 
to inspire legislation in their favour. But in addition 
to this, they devoted special attention to private and 
family hfe. They had a vast number of offices 
established all over the country for the purpose of 
providing domestic servants, children’s nurses, clerks, 
tutors, etc. These offices became distributing centres, 
and at the same time served to put the Jesuits in 
personal contact with the families who applied for help. 
Then confidential information could always be 
procured through these servants, which put the Jesuits 
in possession of most important family and State 
secrets. At the present moment Mr. Bevin, the British 
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Minister of Labour, is exploring the possibility of 
establishing a system of domestic training remarkably 
akin to this which we have described, and one is led 
to wonder in whose brain the idea was first conceived. 
There can be little doubt, however, that such an 
organisation when it materializes will furnish a most 
suitable channel for the same Jesuit intrigue and 
interference in the affairs of State. The Jesuit agents 
of Rome will sooner or later find their way into these 
offices as instructors, and so pave the way for a 
repetition of former troubles. It is the policy of Rome 
to prevent settled conditions of peace in England. Her 
schemes thrive best in the days of England’s distress. 
Mussolini at the beginning of his career, being a man 
of no religious principle, imagined that he could be 
supreme Dictator of Italy independent of the Vatican. 
But short was his career in single harness. One crack 
of the Vatican whip brought him to the feet of the 
Pope in humble submission, and there can be little 
doubt that Mussolini in all his action is fortified by the 
Papal blessing. It may well be that one of the surprises 
of the future will be the revelation of the source 
from which came the money to finance the Abyssinian 
war. Indeed, it is more than hinted in Italy, that both 
Mussolini and General Franco are greatly encouraged 
by the Vatican. It is also said that in return for this 
valuable help Protestantism is to be expelled from both 
Italy and Spain. <A first step has already been taken 
in building up a Roman Catholic hierarchy in 
Abyssinia by the appointment of an apostolic vicar at 
Addis-Ababa, and all non-Catholic missions are to be 
excluded in favour of the system which gave its gold 
to the robbers who pillaged and massacred a primitive 
people by the inhuman methods of modern warfare. 
In all this we are witnessing once more proof of 
the fact that wherever Rome gains the ascendancy 
religious freedom ceases to exist. In Germany, Rome 
is pleading for religious toleration—the very thing she 
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herself refuses to the people of Abyssinia. The Church 
of Rome enjoys complete religious freedom within 
the bounds of the British Empire. But we say 
unhesitatingly that her presence is a standing menace 
to the liberty we enjoy, and will, provided she ever 
gains the power, become the same grim reality here 
as elsewhere. In the year 1901 the French Parliament 
began a crusade against the Jesuits who had become 
hostile to the Republic. Legislation was introduced 
compelling all associations to be registered and to 
publish their articles of association and rules of 
procedure. This law was strictly enforced, with the 
result that a large portion of the Jesuit Order which 
engaged in business as hardware merchants, brewers, 
patent medicine makers, etc., was compelled to leave. 
An additional stimulus to the administration of the 
law was given by the revelations of the Dreyfus trial. 
Perhaps one of the most condemnatory features of 
the Jesuit Order has been its inveterate interference 
in social and State affairs. Had it kept strictly to 
its own province much of the world’s history would 
have been very different from what it is. But it made 
itself enemies in every land by its continual attempts 
to overthrow existing institutions in order to substitute 
its own. As a beneficent agency for the spread of 
the Gospel, or for the spiritual well being of mankind, 
there is no evidence in its history. A great deal has 
been written about the labour of Francis Xavier as a 
pioneer missionary. But it may be questioned whether 
he left behind him a single real convert. His theory 
of conversion would not lead us to expect enduring 
results of his labour. Under his teaching people were 
accepted as Christians when they could repeat the 
Lord’s Prayer, with the Creed, and make the sign of 
the Cross. No wonder the majority of his so-called 
converts relapsed to paganism. Xavier is said to have 
baptised 700,000 native Indians whom he left as 
ignorant as he found them. If this be so, it assures 
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us that the Jesuit policy of seeking quantity rather than 
quality has not changed. Missionaries write that ‘‘ the 
Roman Catholic Hindu converts’ intellect, habits, and 





morals, do not differ from the heathen in the smallest . 


degree.”” Miss Gordon Cumming in her book, “Two 
Years in Ceylon,” tells us that she saw the very same 
devil-dancers brought from the temple of Giva to 
accompany both the processions of heathen gods and 
the Roman Catholic images of Christ and the Virgin 
Mary. She had also seen the image of Buddha and 
the Virgin in the same chapel, apparently receiving 
equal adoration. Jesuit anxiety was not so much for 
the conversion of the soul as it was to secure foothold 
for selfish commercial ends. Indeed, so keen were they 
to embark in trade and commerce that it was said quite 
openly that the main object of the Jesuit Order as 
a missionary agency was not to seek the glory of God, 
but to acquire power and riches, which they did. The 
Governor-General of the French Possessions in India 
reported that, ‘‘ Next to the Dutch the Jesuits carry 
on the most extensive and most valuable trade with 
East India.” Paraguay serves as an illustration of the 
kind of mission work carried on by the Jesuits. They 
turned Paraguay into a Roman Catholic state, with 
the Jesuit General as Absolute Monarch. The Indians 
were kept in a condition of ignorance and gross 
superstition. They were taught to regard their Jesuit 
masters as superhuman beings before whom they knelt 
to do homage, or to receive orders. The church 
buildings were ornamented with hideous statues 
furnished with movable limbs and rolling eyes which 
filled the Indians with terror. All this served to give 
the Jesuits complete mastery in their commercial 
pursuits by which they amassed great wealth. But their 
rule in Paraguay came to an end in 1768, when the 
flimsy fabric of an Empire built upon a foundation 
of superstition and ignorance was dissolved. In this 
fashion all their schemes have ended. 
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Before concluding this chapter, it may not be out 
of place to refer to a great sensation which has been 
causd amongst Roman Catholics by a book written 
by Mr. W. Teeling, a-~well-known ea hee Catholic 
journalist, entitled “(The ~ Pope in Po ities)” Mr. 
Teeling writes: “The result of_ the Vatican in_policy 
will be. to_offend d permariently ‘all Democratic eo countries 
aud chietly_Gi Great | Britain.” He also writes: “I fear 
that when England comes to see and understand the 
work of “Catholic Action” which originated im the 
brain of the present Pope and to know the mischief 
it is out to do, there will be such a reaction in England 
against Komianism that it will have disastrous results.” 
In view of all these things, may we not rest assured 
that however they may seem to thrive and prosper 
to-day, the vivid description in the Apocalypse of the 
destruction of Babylon will be realised in the final 
overthrow of the Papacy. “ Babylon the great is fallen, 
is fallen, and is become the habitation of Devils, and 
the hold of every foul spirit, and a cage of every 
unclean and hateful bird . . . Come out of her my 
people that ye be not partakers of her sins and that ye 
receive not of her plagues. For her sins have reached 
unto Fleaven and God hath remembered her iniquities.”

necessary for the identification of the Jesuits with 
the Romish system; nor could they without it 
have accomplished so much, while, on the other 
hand, the Pope reached the climax of his 
supremacy through the instrumentality of their 
private schemes. They planned to make his word 
incontrovertible, so that with his sanction their own 
word might carry greater weight. Having attained 
infallible power through the Jesuits, the Pope became 
their debtor for all time. What more natural, then, 
than that the Order became the directing and 
controlling influence behind the Papacy, the effect of 
which every country in Europe was soon to feel. In 
passing, we may call attention to the remarkable fact 
that when the Pope was accorded his greatest 


exaltation he_—j~mmediately _s ffered his greatest 
humiliation. Ce lest HS seiiporslpoweD Kt_must 
have seemed _to_the Jesuits a_ strange blessing from 
Heaven. 


aven ut they were not defeated, only checked 
for the moment. They began operations along a new 
line of action. Hitherto they had formed contact 
principally with people in positions of social and 
political eminence. They now turned their attention 
to the lower grades of society, and fraternized with 
the common people. We read how a multitude of 
organisations sprang up everywhere after the Franco- 
Prussian war of 1870. The illiteracy of the people 
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in conjunction with their condition in the aftermath 
of war furnished the Jesuits with a favourable 
opportunity of influencing the working classes. In the 
club room, in the market place, in the workshop, in 
short, wherever they could find an audience they played 
upon the credulity and superstition of the ignorant 
multitude. The young people of course came in for 
special attention. The Church acquired almost 
supreme control of education. It is said that the 
Christian Brothers, who were “hand in glove” with the 
Jesuits, had no fewer than 2,382 schools under their 
control. There were 14 Jesuit colleges in France, and 
15 other colleges under Roman Catholic direction. But 
they overshot the mark. In their efforts to reduce the 
I'rench people to a state of servility to Kome, they 
became so obnoxious that the Order was_ finally 
expelled and all relations with the Vatican broken off, 
In 1873, Bismarck, the Imperial Chancellor, procured 
legislation which banished the Order from Germany. 
‘The existence of socialism, however, caused him to 
alter his policy, and to take steps to procure an 
alliance with the Vatican in order to present a united 
front to this new foe. By a series of diplomatic acts 
he secured the support of the Vatican to gain political - 
victory for himself. But that victory has since been 
dearly paid for. By his action Bismarck opened the 
way for Papal imterference in the domestic affairs 
of Germany; worse still, he laid the foundation of the 
Roman Catholic centre party of the Reichstag, which 
the Jesuits used so freely in setting the stage for the 
Great War of 1914-18. 

A few years ago Mr. Albert Close published an 
account of certain investigations which he had made 
among the papers at the Public Record Office in 
London. Among those papers were secret Vatican 
documents relating to Papal plots against Queen 
[lizabeth, and Mr. Close gives very interesting 
particulars of these documents so damaging to the 
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Papacy. James Anthony Froude, while searching 
through the Spanish state archives at Simoncas in 
1862, discovered the Pope’s despatch to Philip II of 
Spain, bearing the date February 24th, 1586, pledging 
financial support to the sum of 2,000,000 crowns. The 
publication of this discovery by Froude in 1870 
created something like a first-class sensation, and led 
to further search and more discoveries. Rome had 
already given her version of those past events, and 
tried to prove that she had no part whatever in the 
enterprise of Philip or the troubles of England. 
Froude, by the publication of her own documents, 
proved her complicity not only in the Spanish invasion, 
but also in the plot to murder the Queen and seize the 
English throne: Rome was thus held up to ridicule, 
and her carefully compiled history for ever discredited. 
The only reply she ever made to Froude was to the 
effect that he was “inaccurate and unreliable.” A 
great revulsion of feeling against Rome set in after 
this. The Pope felt himself compelled to fall into 
line with the other European nations who had granted 
full liberty to examine all state documents relating 
to the Reformation period. But Romish subtlety may 
be seen even here. The Pope only agreed to permit 
English Roman Catholic scholars to copy the letters 
and despatches which had been in the possession of 
the Vatican for three and a half centuries. 


In the decorations on the walls and ceilings of the 
Sistine chapel in the Vatican art reaches its climax. 
Nowhere else can be seen such gorgeous paintings of 
Bible scenes and figures. But they are all suggestive, and 
intended to be confirmative, of Rome’s interpretation 
of the Holy Scriptures and her ritual. To Michael 
Angelo was entrusted the work on the ceiling. That 
his mind should not be disturbed or biased, it is stated, 
that he was locked up in the building for 4 years and 
there he toiled, lying on a platform close to the ceiling 
transferring Rome’s conception of religion to the ceiling 
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with his marvellous brush, until his body was bent 
double, and he ended his days a hunchback. Rome 
never gives liberty to handle her affairs, even to her 
own subjects; nor did she give full liberty, even when 
constrained, to examine her secret records. She dare 
not. It would be too dangerous. And that no unbiassed 
Itnglish pen has ever copied her records may be seen 
from the fact that every commissioner of Public 
Records in England, since 1843, has been either a 
Papist, or a prevert to Roman Catholicism. The 
political history of England in recent years is highly 
suggestive of some powerful and subtle influence, 
concealing the record of events which it “ would not 
be in the public interest” to reveal, while on the other 
hand, anything in anyway damaging to Protestantism 
is published in minutest detail. Even here, in Ulster, 
the propaganda of Rome is broadcast by radio and 
published in the Press on the front page, while we 
Protestants have almost to go down on our knees for 
the barest recognition. These are unsavoury facts; 
but are facts nevertheless. 

From the documents examined in the various 
archives of Europe, including France, Flanders, Spain, 
and Germany, accurate information has been obtained 
regarding the plots hatched by the Pope, Mary Queen 
of Scots, and the Jesuits, incriminating the whole 
komish system. Walsingham, Elizabeth’s foreign 
minister, was well served by his intelligence 
department, and was kept fully informed of every 
plot before it was hatched, and was ready to scotch 
it even before any attempt was made to carry it out. 
Our country and our heritage were preserved at that 
critical juncture because great statesmen were at the 
head of our Government, and God was honoured. But 
the foe of those days is no less the foe of these. His 
methods may be different, but his purpose is the same. 
He is leavinga red trail across the face of Europe.

JESUITISM: OR CATHOLIC ACTION 


Jesuits are at work in Spain to-day operating through 
General Franco’s foreign legionaries. Indeed, one of 
the London papers put this beyond all doubt, when, 
in a special article, it said: “ After patiently watching 
an experiment in Democracy which has failed after 
three years, the Church has renewed her centuries’ old 
rule of Spain and once again controls its destinies. ” 
Those words were written at the beginning of 1935. 
Even now the statement is not quite correct, and no 
one can foretell the end; but we know that any control 
which the Church has exercised in Spain during the 
past twelve months has converted the country into a 
cemetery. Before the revolution there was absolutely 
no freedom in Spain. A tyrannical Church oppressed 
the people and kept them illiterate, and the revolution 
was simply the tide of human passion breaking through 
all barriers to overthrow an ancient tyranny. If there 
had been no Romish tyranny there would have been no 
revolution; no horrible carnage in Spain to-day. If 
Franco wins with his foreign and Romish legionaries, 
he will re-establish over Spain, the superstition and 
ignorance under which she groaned prior to the 
Revolution. But of that who can tell? Rome is fighting 
desperately to retain a foothold in Europe. In Germany 
this seems hopeless ; in Spain it seems possible; in Italy 
it seems probable, because Mussolini, for his own ends, 
nas partially restored the Pope's temparal power: But 
ipetner the Pope nor, Mussolini are Ges agents, Ths 
Jesuits are the masters. They are the power behind 
the throne. Great Britain also comes in for special 
attention. Rome professes to despise the Anglo- 
Catholics sneering at their childish imitations of her 
mass. But, nevertheless, she knows that they are 
preparing the way for the realization of Rome’s 
ambition to secure England’s return to the Romish 
fold. Her priests, disguised as curates and parsons, 
enter the service of the Church of England. ‘Two 
years ago a Benedictine monk was appointed to a 
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living in the diocese of London—the first since the 
Keformation. The appointment was under the 
patronage of the Bishop of London. This particular 
church called ‘All Saints,” is known as the “Cathedral 
of Anglo Catholicism.” It was built in 1850 as a 
home for the Oxford Movement. The late King 
Ikdward VIL and Queen Alexandra frequently 
worshipped there. Once agai the old policy of 
occupying every position where information might be 
secured is being closely followed. From the position 
of domestic servant to the highest office in the State, 
the situation is being filled by a Roman Catholic 
wherever possible. Together with this there is a well 
organised attack upon the throne. In 1910 the 
stronghold of the Act of Settlement was demolished 
by the suppression of the Royal Declaration, and now 
as late as 1937 another stone has been removed from 
the foundations of that Act by the remodelling of the 
Coronation Oath, whereby the King’s pledge to 
maintain the Protestant faith is confined to the bounds 
vf England and Scotland. The Act of Settlement, 
framed in 1701, was designed to make it impossible 
for a Roman Catholic to occupy the British Throne. 
lf this Act can ever be demolished in toto the way 
will then be opened for a Papist to ascend the Throne. 
More than that; should the Act of Settlement ever 
be annulled, our reigning King would be dethroned. 
It is by virture of this Act that the present House of 
Windsor occupies the Throne, and were it once 
removed, a legitimate Roman Catholic descendant of 
the Stuart’s could be produced to claim the vacant 
Throne. In the light of all this it is easy to understand 
these intermittent assaults on the Act of Settlemeni 
made in the hope that Jesuit aim may be one day 
realised. 
Let us glance at another aspect of Jesuit activity. 
ft is how an established fact that the so-called

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CHAPTER XII 


CATHOLIC ACTION 


Catholic Action is the banner under which 
Kome operates to-day in every part of the British 
Limpire, and the time for this new propaganda has 
been chosen with true Jesuit cunning. We have 
already seen how the Jesuits seized the period 
following the Franco-Prussian War as a splendid 
opportunity by which to make France the slave of 
Rome, All religious restraint had broken down. 
False teaching had led to free thinking, with the 
inevitable result that the vast majority of the 
I’rench people lost all religious belief. Into this 
state of chaos came the Jesuit apostles of Rome, 
with their appeal for the Romish faith as the only 
salvation for France. And, once again, when more 
than half a century has rolled by, the aftermath 
of the Great War, 1914-18, has provided a similar 
opportunity for these harpies of civilization to 
attempt a campaign on similar lines, this time in 
the British Commonwealth of Nations. The 
decadence of true religion, the spread of false 
teaching, the conflicting interpretations of Holy 
Scripture and the neglect of Bible teaching in the 
Public Elementary Schools have paved the way for 
Catholic Action. 

The rise of the British Empire to a first class 
power began with the translation of the Bible into 
the English language by Wycliffe. It was the Bible 
in the homes of the people, read and studied around 
the family altar, that made England truly great, 
mistress of the seas, and ruler over one-third of 
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the earth’s surface. It is, therefore, with positive 
alarm that the friends of Protestantism view the 
attempt to abolish the Bible as a necessary part 
of child education. It should be explained here that 
as far back as the middle of last century Rome had 
had an almost strangling grip on British affairs; 
so much so, indeed, that in the year 1848 Dr. Ennis, 
the Pope’s private agent in Ireland, was 
commissioned by the British Government to urge 
on the Pope the necessity for greater liberty to 
the English Parliament in the management of 
home affairs. The Earl of Clarendon on that . 
occasion urged, as a special plea, that this liberty 
was overdue, because during the previous thirty 
years every Session of Parliament had legislated 
in Rome’s favour. One of the special items of 
evidence produced was “the destruction of Bible 
Sehools in [reland.” No wonder Rome became 
more clamant in her demands, seeing that almost 
every demand was granted. Rome does not teach 
the Word of God in the schools under her 
jurisciction, nor does she favour the reading of it 
in the homes of the people. She well knows that 
Protestantism is the product of the Bible, and that 
the destru tion of the Bible would be fatal to the 
life of Protestantism throughout the world. 
England accepted the Reformation and thus began 
a new era. She quickly grew into a great nation. 
Then she became an Empire, and finally a 
Commonwealth of Nations, the greatest on earth. 
Under her protection the Gospel has been 
proclaimed in almost every land under the sun. 
Late in the autumn of 1937 a lecture was delivered 
in Belfast by a certain Father Dudley, a pervert 
to Rome, whom the chairman of the meeting 
described as a “ profound scholar.” The following 
are a few of the statements he made. “TI found 
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inside the Catholic Church the truth that makes 
men free,” and again “| realized that the Catholic 
Church was the Church of the overwhelming mass 
of Christians for 2,000 years.” He also said that 
the Church of Rome had placed him on a platform 
from which even his poor mind might rise to 
fathomless heights. Then he made the remarkable 
statement that the study of the claim of the Roman 
Catholic Church to be infallible occupied him for 
twelve months, and at the end of that time he 
concluded that the Catholic Church had proved that 
terrific claim up to the hilt. [1 may be of interest 
to give these statements more than a_ passing 
glance. If he be the profound scholar the chairman 
described him to be he must surely be aware of the 
moral and spiritual degradation to which Europe 
had sunk prior to the Reformation and the similar 
condition of England before the time of Wycliffe. 
The Word of God found no entrance into the 
homes and hearts of the people through the Church 
of Rome. She closed every avenue of inquiry and 
kept the people wallowing in a slough of 
ignorance and superstition. That was the 
condition to which Rome had reduced the common 
people. And it is of this spectacle Father Dudley 
now feels so proud, 


If, however, the sixteenth century be too 
remote for Father Dudley’s memory, let him look 
at Spain to-day, which for centuries has had the 
benefit of Rome’s “infallible” guidance and 
undisputed government. What an example of 
peace, concord and prosperity she presents to the 
world. With such a spectacle before our eyes, we 
think that it would require a more profound scholar 
than Father Dudley to prove to our satisfaction 
that the Church whose doctrines produce such 
results holds “the truth that sets men free.” As 
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to his statement regarding the platform from 
which his poor mind might rise to fathomless 
heights, we may remark that he is a bit mixed in 
his metaphor. The correct use of good English does 
not, however, seem to be the learned divine’s 
strong point, for, in giving his reasons for going 
over to Rome, he tells us that his first introduction 
to the Catholic Church was being spat in the eye 
by a Roman Catholic boy at school, Then he adds: 
“He was bigger than me, so I let it pass.” Then 
we come to his twelve months’ study of the Roman 
Catholic Church’s claim to be “infallible,” at the 
end of which he held the claim so completely 
established. Father Dudley showed — great 
nimbleness of mind in grasping Rome’s doctrine 
of “ infallibility ” within twelve months, seeing that 
it took Rome 1,500 years to discover it, and even 
then it was a piece of Jesuit deception. We submit 
to Father Dudley that Russia, Germany and Spain 
furnish indisputable evidence of the utter falsity of 
Rome’s teaching, and the futility of all her claims 
to unity. In 1870 Napoleon Bonaparte shut up 
the Roman Pontiff within the Vatican walls. 
Mussolini has set him free again, and now, to 
signalise his freedom, he has provided the Jesuits 
with a new dress suit called “Catholic Action,”’ 
and sent it forth with his blessing on the sacred 
mission of converting of heretic lands. In’ the 
United States they have a happy hunting ground. 
Many of the large cities are under their control. 
A high percentage of the municipal officers are 
Romanists. They are in the President’s Cabinet, 
in the Senate House, and in the Supreme Court as 
Judges. In England and Scotland almost every 
great town has its “Irish quarter,” which drains 
the taxes, multiplies the crime, and corrupts the 
moral atmosphere. Should the Romish system 
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ever regain control in England, it will be found 
that, during all the years when she was treated 
as though she were friendly and harmless, she was 
secretly perfecting her plans to complete our 
overthrow. This, as well as the methods of 
procedure already referred to, is very strikingly 
illustrated by the reports of two congresses, one 
held in Sydney, N.S.W., Australia, on September 
8th, 1937, and the other in Liverpool on December 
5th, 1937. Archbishop Downey, in addressing the 
latter, said that this was the first time a “ Catholic 
congress ” was ever held in England, and its object 
was to get Christian principles into social life. What 
the Christian principles referred to by Dr. Downey 
are will be better understood by a careful study 
of the report of the Sydney Congress of September 
8th, 1937. This congress was a representative 
meeting of Catholic Guilds formed in the 
government and semi-government departments of 
the State. The Guides represented were :—Civil 
Service, Public Service, Road Transport, Rail 
Transport, Water and Sewerage, Gas, Police and 
Postal Services. Dr. Panico, the Pope’s Legate, 
openly declared that “Catholic Action” was 
intended to bring the social and public services 
under the control of Rome. This is a bold 
statement when compared with the mildness of Dr. 
Downey’s tone at Liverpool, and is probably 
accounted for by the fact that the Roman Catholic 
population has a much higher percentage in 
Australia than in England. Such a declaration 
would have acted like a bombshell in England, for 
the English people are not yet prepared for the 
full revelation of Rome’s designs, on their liberties 
and possessions, but in Australia the Jesuit 
pioneers can move more directly towards the 
desired end. That desired end was very plainly 
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stated by Archbishop Gilroy, who addressed the 
Congress. He said: “The public service to-day is 
in the grip of the Roman Catholic Church. The 
Public Service is 63 per cent. Catholic, the 
applicants for positions in the service are at present 
92 per cent., and the demand of the Holy Father 
is that within the next five years the Public Service 
shall be 100 per cent., and if the instructions issued 
to your Guilds and the clergy are carried out, there 
should be no question that this object will be 
gained. Each boy and girl who shows any ability 
at all should be forced to study for the Public | 
Service and Railway examinations. When new 
appointments are made, those in the service are 
to assist the Catholic boy or girl to gain a 
knowledge of the work to be performed and thus 
make them more competent that the non-Catholic. 
In the event of promotion, each position to be 
strictly watched and where a vacancy is likely to 
occur the Catholic must be placed another step 
higher. Every endeavour must be made to keep 
in touch with the workings of the several branches 
of the Public Service and with those Catholics who 
are in authority so as to secure the transfer of 
Catholics to better positions when no opportunities 
offer in the branches in which they are working.” 
We propose at this stage to call attention to three 
points in the Archbishop’s address, which, for 
unblushing treachery it would be hard to match. 
Dealing with Rail Transport, the report credits him 
with the following: “In the event of a non-Catholic 
being in charge of a department, it may be 
advisable for Catholics to seek transfer from his 
control just before any busy season.’ As to the 
Police Guild: “It is not necessary for me to 


. stress any further instructions for members of the 


Police Guild, as the Deputy Commissioner is you 
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stronghold, and each Catholic policeman knows 
what he should do when the State law conflicts with 
the laws of the Church.” Then “the Postal Service 
has done a wonderful service to the Church in all 
departments, especially in the telephone section. 
The Postal Department has been the means of 
checking up the whereabouts of certain 


non-Catholics as regard literature and movements, 


and while we have such men in control we need 
not be afraid of our secret services being depleted.” 
These extracts show “ Catholic Action” in all its 
naked brutal reality. There was no talk at Sydney 
of applying “Christian prineples to social life.” 
Rome, being farther advanced there, can speak 
more boldly, but in England it was “ safety first.” 
Her policy is the same, however, both in England 
and Australia, only the method is different, and the 
sooner this is realised the better. She aims to gain 
100 per cent. control of the Public Service, so that 
she may drive out of it the very people who built 
it up. In order to facilitate the carrying out of the 
Pope’s instructions, certain definite lines of action 
are advised. Special efforts are to be made to 
secure a majority representation on the Civil 
Service and Local Government Councils, so that 
when the Komish Church requires. any special 
advantage such as charitable reliet or 
improvements to ecclesiastical buildings, the 
members of the “ true faith ” might be able to grant 
the boon. They could also rent halls for Catholic 
functions at a greatly reduced rate under the cause 
of charity. “Very substantial grants could be 
given to the orphanages if submitted to the Council 
in the proper way.” We have quoted from the 
report of this Sydney Congress almost verbatim, 
lest we might be charged with the crime of 
exaggeration, The bold effrontery of the schemes 
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is such as to be almost unbelievable. The 
Archbishop hopes this year to afford additional 
comfort to “our Supreme Pastor” by earnest and 
united action of the laity in carrying out the 
counsels and projects of the Heirarchy. Let us, | 
therefore, clearly understand that the “ Christian 
principles” which Rome wishes to inculcate in 
British social life is by Jesuit strategy to obtain 
such control over all the avenues of trade and 
commerce that she may be able to direct the 
revenues thereof into her own treasury. Indeed, 
the Archbishop laid particular emphasis on the 
financial aspect of the scheme. He said: “It is 
the demand of our Universal Bishop that finance 
be obtained throughout all nations to bring the 
world to Catholicism. Suggestions were asked for 
from the Guild representatives, and among the 
various suggestions for acquiring this necessary 
finance, it was pointed out that, as the wages of 
Roman Catholics were already heavily taxed to pay 
all their dues, care should be taken to devise means 
of “providing finance in such a way that 
non-Catholics and Communists shall contribute as 
well as Catholics.” Among the various schemes 
proposed were horse and dog races, competitions 
run by Roman Catholic papers. Each paper sold 
could have a dozen or more coupons in it which 
could be distributed among Protestant fellow 
workers. Sunday sports could be organised under 
the name of charity. The Church could then use 
the proceeds in its own institutions. Such was the 
outline of Catholic Action approved of by the 
Archbishop and Papal Legate at Sydney, and such, 
we may take it, is the true outline of similar action 
for England when the time is ripe. But that time 
is not yet. It would not have been Sufficiently 
diplomatic for Archbishop Downey to state it so 
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bluntly at Liverpool as did his confrere at Sydney. 
English public opinion is not yet ready for such 
plain speaking, but the aim of Rome is the same 
both in Australia and England and is in perfect 
harmony with that expressed by the late Cardinal 
Bourne, who said: “ We are out to reinstate the 
Pope. We want him to be the spiritual and ethical 
leader of this country (England), and we are not 
hiding that fact at all.” To see the difference 
between a Romish and a Protestant Government it 
is only necessary to read the economic history of 
England. Every Roman Catholic king who reigned 
left the country in beggary, corruption and strife. 
Every Roman Catholic country in the world to-day. 
is, with one exception, Italy, centuries behind the 
march of civilization, and even Italy is purely 
artificial, forced into an appearance of military 
prosperity to satisfy the ambition of a Dictator. 
But that is no criterion. Rome stands for 
stagnation; Protestantism represents progress. 
The history of the nations amply justifies the 
dictum of Adam Smith, author of “ The Wealth of 
Nations,” viz.: “ The constitution of the Church of 
Rome is the most formidable combination that ever 
existed against the liberty, reason and happiness 
of mankind.” The attitude of the Irish Free State, 
now “ Eire,” confirms this. The Romish system is 
“like the troubled sea which cannot rest, whose 
waters cast forth mire and dirt.” | Could it be 
otherwise, seeing that it is continually influenced 
by its Jesuit masters. The British Empire will do 
well never to forget the words of the late Cardinal 
Manning: “It is yours, right reverend fathers, to 
subjugate and to subdue, to bend and to break the 
will of an imperious race. England is the head 
of Protestantism, the centre of its movements, the 
stronghold of tts power; weakened in England it 
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is paralysed everywhere; conquered in England, it 
is conquered throughout the world.” The Church 
of Rome has been plotting, scheming, striving to 
destroy Protestant England during the past 400 
years, and to-day she has summoned all her agents 
and marshalled all her forces for one great, and, 
as we believe, last effort. Let every true patriot be 
“up and doing” without waiting “to count the 
cost,” for, as has been already stated, “we are not 
at all in danger of intolerance or bigotry because 
we consent to arouse ourselves from a somewhat 
too confident negligence and security.” 
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
